the  cock  welcomes  the  dawn. 

Not  only  that,  he  Is  so  used  to  get- 
ting up  at  daylight  to  go  to  work  that 
he  volunteered  to  work  for  nothing 
just   to    have   something   to   do. 

The  basket  under  which  this  rare 
person  has  been  hidlnp  his  light,  was 
turned  over  by  Commissioner  WlHlam

This  la  perhaps  the  most  far-reach- 
ing- declaration  of  the  American  note, 
since.  If  It  were  accepted  by  Great 
Britain.  American  trade  with  Germany 
and  Austria,  virtually  at  a  standstill 
now  would  be  resumed,  affectlni?  the 
prices  of  wheat,  flour,  live  stock  and 
the  variety  of  products  which  go  to 
make  up  "foodstuffs." 

Detention  of  SMpa. 
Taking  up  the  subject  of  detention  of 
American  ships  at  sea,  tb«  Washington 
government  states  that  it  cannot  toler- 
ate undue  delays  in  examining  them, 
or  convoying  of  such  ships  to  British 
ports  for  detailed  examination.  It 
argues  that  proof  of  hostile  destination 
of  the  cargo  must  be  in  evidence  at  the 
time  of  search  at  sea.

Ex-President   Taft   Points 

Out  Dangers  of  Such 

Attempt. 

Boston,  Dec.  29. — National  prohibi- 
tion is  a  dangerous  proposition,  said 
Former  President  William  H.  Taft, 
speaking  before  the  Bar  Association  of 
Boston  at  its  seventeenth  triennial 
banquet   last    night. 

"It  would  revolutionize  the  national 
government,"  he  said.  "It  would  put 
on  the  shoulders  of  the  government 
the  duty  of  sweeping  the  doorsteps 
of  every  home  in  the  land.  If  na- 
tional prohibition  legislation  is  passed, 
local  government  would  be  destroyed. 
And  If  you  destroy  local  government, 
you  destroy  one  of  the  things  which 
goes  to  make  for  a  healthy  condition 
of    the   national    government. 

"National  prohibition  is  not  enfor- 
cible.  It  is  a  confession  on  the  part 
of  state  governments  of  inability  to 
control  and  regulate  their  own  es- 
pecial business  and  duty;  If  the  mat- 
ter were  placed  under  Federal  control. 
It  would  result  In  creating  a  merger 
of  government  powers  large  enough 
to  create  a  president,  and  would  be 
too  great  an  opportunity  for  persons 
seeking  to  perpetuate  their  power  In 
Washington."

WAR,  SAYS  BORDEN 

Premier  Makes  Stirring  Ad- 
dress at  Winnipeg 
Luncheon. 

Winnipeg,  Man.,  Dec.  29.— In  a  stir- 
ring address  before  the  Canadian  club 
at  luncheon  today.  Premier  Sir  Robert 
Borden  traced  the  steps  Canada  was 
taking  to  make  her  weight  adequately 
felt  In  the  war,  and  declared  that  the 
end  would  not  come  until  I'russlan 
militarism  had  been  crushed.  He  ut- 
tered a  word  of  warning  against  mak- 
ing haste  too  fast. 

"The  preparation  must  be  thoroughly 
and  adequately  made,"  he  said.  "It 
would  be  not  only  useless,  but  crim- 
inal, to  send  our  citizen  soldiers  Into 
the  Held  of  battle  without  the  training 
and  discipline  which  are  essential  un- 
der the  conditions  of  modern  warfare.

OUT       OF 
WIRES. 

The  telegraph,  pioneer  of  electrical 
Invention  In  all  now  countries,  has  had 
many  remarkable  experiences  in  link- 
ing up  the  outposts  of  civilization,  and 
nowhere  more  than  In  the  still  half- 
savage  islands  of  Malaysia,  says  a 
writer  in  the  Wide  World  Magazine.  In 
Sumatra,  for  Instance,  the  rebellious 
Achinese  took  the  wires  to  hammer 
Inta  slugs  for  their  muskets;  In 
Celebes  unprotected  lengths  of  the 
early  lines  were  torn  down  and  Im- 
provised into  fish-traps;  while  In 
Dutch.  Borneo  the  white  porcelain  In- 
sulators gave  such  a  striking  effect  as 
necklace  beads  for  the  dusky  jungle 
belles  that  the  natives  still  steal  them 
w'henever  opportunity  offers.  But  it 
has  remained  for  the  Dyaks  of  Sara- 
wak— Rajah  Brooke's  remaVkable  lit- 
tle state  In  North  Borneo — to  cap  the 
climax  by  stripping  many  miles  of 
telegraph  poles  of  their  wire  in  order 
to  turn  the  latter  over  to  their  tribal 
"modistes"  to  manufacture  into 
"clothes"  for  their  ladies.  Long  before 
the  telegraph  wire  came,  the  princi- 
pal article  of  trade  with  the  Dyaks  or 
Borneo  was  brass  wire  some  of  which 
was  used  for  the  making  of  bracelets 
and  anklets,  but  the  bulk  was  worked 
up  into  a  remarkable  corset  for  the 
women  folk.  This  "garment,"  begin- 
ning  a   little   below    the   waist — where 


it  fixes  the  bedang,  a  strip  of  cottoa 
cloth  falling  to  the  knees — ascends  in 
broadening  spirals  to  the  shoulders. 
The  spirals  are  connected  up  with 
other  pieces  of  wire,  which  have  tb6 
effect  of  depriving  them  of  all  elastic- 
ity, and  rendering  the  contrivance 
quite  as  rigid  as  its  modern  prototype 
of  the  enlightened  Occident.  Under 
foreign  influence  it  Is  becoming  the 
custom  to  make  these  "cages,"  so  that 
they  may  be  removed  at  will,  for  bath- 
ing and  even  for  sleeping,  but  In  the 
remoter  Dyak  villages  this  reform  has 
not  yet  begun  to  make  itself  felt. 
There  a  girl,  on  reaching  maidenhood, 
has  a  loose  wire  corset  of  fashionable 
shape  built  upon  her,  and  to  this  her 
figure  must  grow,  whether  it  chances 
to  be  along  Its  natural  lines  of  ex- 
pansion or  not.  Only  extreme  sickness 
— usually  only  the  shadow  of  death  It- 
self— gives  warrant  for  the  removal  of 
the  galling  grill,  though  It  Is  also  oc- 
casionally done  in  other  cases.  Wire  Is 
wire  In  Bocneo,  and  though  brass  trade 
wire  was  more  refulgent  and  "dressy" 
than  telegraph  wire,  as  long  as  the 
former  cost  a  picul  of  damar  or  five 
piculs  of  copra  for  the  requisite  num- 
ber of  spirals,  while  a  dress  length  of 
the  latter  could  often  be  had  at  the 
expense  of  a  little  climbing,  there  was 
no  question  which  was  going  to  be 
the  more  In  demand?  The  flexibility 
of  the  telegraph  strand  admitted  of  a 
great  \'tiriety  of  treatment,  and  very 
chic  effects  in  weaves  and  twists 
were  obtained  with  it  that  could  never 
have  been  aY)proached  with  the  stiff 
M'ass  trade  wire.

TRINIDAD'S  GREAT  ASPHALT  LAKE. 
Wide  World  Magazine:  The  proverb 
about  the  folly  of  building  on  sand 
might  be  rewritten  to  include  the  vi- 
cinity of  "the  Trinidad  asphalt  lake. 
This  remarkable  body  of  pitch  Is  per- 
haps the  nearest  thing  to  the  "goose 
which  laid  the  golden  egg"  that  has 
ever  been  found,  for  It  has  the  oblig- 
ing faculty  of  replacing  during  the 
night  the  asphalt  which  has  been  dug 
from  its  surface  during  the  day.  That 
the  replenishment  "comes  from  some- 
where" was  graphically  illustrated  a 
short  time  ago  when  a  house  located 
near  the  edge  of  the  lake  began  set- 
tling on  one  side,  not  to  stop  until  the 
digging  of  pitch  in  that  vicinity  ceased.

Duluth  will  end  1914  with  the  con- 
tagious disease  situation  the  best  it 
haa  been  all  year.  * 

The  records  of  the  health  depiirtment 
show  that  Infectious  diseases  are  at  a 
low  ebb  despite  tho  fact  that  this  is 
the  season  when  sickness  is  likely  to 
be  prevalent.  The  city  haa  but  three 
cases  of  diphtheria,  six  of  scarlet  fever, 
two  of  measles,  ten  of  chlckenpox,  ton 
of  typhoid  fever,  one  of  erysipelas,  five 
of  whooping  couKh  and  none  of  small- 
pox. 

Fourteen  typhoid  fever  patients  have 
been  diacharped  In  the  last  two  duys 
and  the  last  two  smallpox  patients  at 
the  l.«!olatlon  hospital  wer«  released 
yesterday  In  time  to  spend  New  Year's 
with  their  families. 

The  satisfactory  condition  is  due  to 
several  causes.  They  Include  the  edu- 
cational campaign  which  is  being 
waged  by  all  health  departments, 
school  medical  inspection  and  better 
acquaintance  with  frosh  air.

Declares  All   Such  Agents 

There  Must  Have  Her 

Approval. 


Bryan    Refuses    to   Com- 
ment Before  Studying 
Situation. 


Washington,  Feb.  29. — The  CJerman 
government  has  formally  notified  the 
American  state  department  that  Amer- 
ican consuls  in  Belgium  must  be  ac- 
ceptable to  the  German  military  au- 
thorities, and  that  it  is  desirable  that 
some  of  the  consuls  be  withdrawn 
for  the  present  at  least. 

Secretary  Bryan  declined  to  make 
public  the  text  of  the  German  com- 
munication, or  to  comment  upon  it  un- 
til he  had  had  full  opportunity  to  con- 
sider it.  The  understanding  in  of- 
ficial circles,  however,  is  that  the  no- 
tice is  similar  to  the  one  sent  Ar- 
gentina and  other  neutral  countries, 
and  that  while  the  German  govern- 
ment does  not  in^iist  that  consuls  in 
Belgium  take  out  new  exequaturs  from 
German  officials,  it  announces  that 
Much  consuls  must  exercise  their  func- 
tions only  by  permission  from  the  mili- 
tary auttiorities  in  control  of  the  ter- 
ritory in  which  the  consulate  is  situ- 
ated. 

In  Bnt   Four  Cities. 

The  United  t^tates  has  con.sular  rep- 
resentatives only  in  Brussels.  Antwerp, 
L.lege  and  Ghent,  and  since  the  war 
began  they  have  had  little  work  of 
the  ordinary  character  to  do.  Their 
activities  have  been  devoted  largeijt 
to  looking  after  refugees  and  aiding 
in   relief   work. 

The  request  for  the  withdrawal  of 
certain  consuls  is  said  to  be  entirely 
impersonal,  and  to  be  based  upon  tlie 
law  of  military  necessity,  which  rec- 
ognizes the  right  of  a  military  officer 
in  command  of  occupied  territory  to 
dictate  absolutely  the  amount  and  ex- 
tent of  civil  business  and  the  manner 
In  which  it  shall  be  conducted  in  that 
territory. 

Nw  PoUticfll  Recognition. 

The  disposition  of  the  department 
apparently  is  to  recognize  the  right  of 
the  authorities  of  a  captured  territory 
to  prescribe,  at  least  temporarily,  con- 
ditions under  which  consuls  shall  dis- 
charge their  duties,  and  it  Is  contended 
this  can  be  done  without  In  any  way 
committing  the  United  States  to  a  po- 
litical recognition  of  the  right  of  the 
military  occupant  of  a  territory  to  its 
possession. 

Regarding  the  withdrawal  of  con- 
suls from  certain  points  under  color 
of  military  necessity,  it  is  thought 
there  need  be  no  actual  Interruption  of 
commerce  In  consequence,  because,  un' 
der  American  consular  regulations,  In 
the  absence  of  consuls  (a  not  infre- 
quent happening  in  normal  times),  two 
reputable  merchants  may  render  an 
acceptable   certlflcate   to   an    invoice   of 

goods.  .    ^ 

Japanese  Aetlon. 

The  Japanese  government  already 
has  Intimated  Its  objection  to  the  pres- 


ence of  foreign  consuls  in  the  terri- 
tory of  Kiao  Chow,  recently  captured 
from  the  Germans.  In  that  case  there 
is  no  question  of  who  shall  issue 
exequaturs;  the  objection  lies  from  the 
presence  of  any  foreign  consuls,  no 
matter  what  may  be  their  legal  status. 
Several  applications  have  come  tJ 
the  state  department  from  mercantile 
interests  urging  the  return  of  Ameri- 
can Consul  Peck  to  Tsing  Tau,  but  in 
the  face  of  .Japanese  opposition  and  In 
the  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the  or- 
der of  exclusion  runs  against  all  con* 
suls  of  all  nations  alike,  the  state  de- 
partment has  not  felt  called  upon  to 
force  an  Issue  by  ordering  the  return 
of  Mr.  Peck  to  his  post.

Secretary  Bryan  declined  to  make 
public  the  text  of  the  German  com- 
munication, or  to  comment  upon  it  un-, 
til  he  had  had  full  opportunity  to  con- 
sider it.  The  under.-?tanding  in  of- 
ficial circles,  however,  is  that  the  no- 
tico  is  similar  to  the  one  sent  Ar- 
gentina and  other  neutral  countries, 
and  that  while  the  German  govern- 
ment does  not  in>i.st  that  consuls  in 
Bclt^ium  lake  out  new  exeiiaiiturs  from 
'-ierinan  oflicials,  it  announces  that 
*U!.h  coii.suls  must  ex.  reuse  their  func- 
tions only  by  permission  from  the  mili- 
tary auttjorities  In  control  of  the  ter- 
ritory iu  which  tiie  consulate  is  situ- 
ated. 

lo  But   Four   CitleM. 

The  United  .states  has  con.«ular  rep- 
resentatives only  in  Brussels,  Antwerp, 
Liege  and  Ghent,  and  since  the  war 
began  they  have  h;id  little  work  of 
the  ordinary  character  to  do.  Their 
activities  have  been  devoted  largely 
to  looking  after  refugees  and  aiding 
In   relief    work. 

The  request  for  the  withdrawal  of 
certain  consuls  is  said  to  be  entirely 
impersonal,  and  to  be  based  upon  the 
law  of  military  necessity,  which  rec- 
ognizes the  right  of  a  military  officer 
In  command  of  occupied  territory  to 
dictate  ab.solutely  the  amount  and  ex- 
tent of  civil  business  and  the  manner 
in  which  it  shall  be  conducted  in  that 
territory. 

JHo  PoUtlrnl  Recognition. 

The  disposition  of  tlie  department 
apparently  is  to  recognize  the  right  of 
the  authorities  of  a  captured  territory 
to  prescribe,  at  least  temporarily,  con- 
ditions under  which  consuls  shall  dis- 
charge their  duties,  and  it  Is  contended 
this  can  be  done  without  in  any  way 
committing  the  United  States  to  a  po- 
litical recognition  of  the  right  of  the 
military  occupant  of  a  territory  to  its 
possession. 

Regarding  the  withdrav.-al  of  con- 
suls from  certain  points  under  color 
of  military  necessity,  it  is  thought 
there  need  be  no  actual  interruption  of 
commerce  in  consequence,  because,  uu' 
der  American  consular  regulations,  in 
the  absence  of  consuls  (a  not  Infre- 
quent happening  in  normal  times),  two 
reputable  merchants  may  render  an

Don't  Become  a  Borrower. 

I    had    almost    forgotten    that    house- 
wl\^s  went  borrowing  with  a  cup  and 
sent    their   children    after    a    neighbor's 
clothespins  on  the  family  washday 
til  the  practice  was 
recently    br  o  u  g  h  t 
home     to    me.     My 
own     kitchen     door 
opened  and  a  neigh- 
bor's  little   girl   ad- 
vanced,  cup  In  hand 
saying.        "Mama 
wants    to    know     if 
you     will     let     her 
take   a   cup   of  mo- 
lasses    «nd        some 
saleratus?    She 
wants  to  makegin- 
gerUread       and      is 
just  out." 

I  learned  upon 
Inquiring  that  this  was  a  regular  habit 
of  the  neighbor,  and  my  housekeeper 
told  me  that  the  imposition  was  get- 
ting to  be  a  regular  nuisance.  The  lit- 
tle girl  had  been  making  constant  vis- 
its borrowing  or  trying  to  on  each  oc- 
casion. Very  seldom  anything  was  re- 
turned and  the  utensils  that  were  re- 
turned were  either  damaged  or  not  of 
the  same  grade  that  was  loaned  them. 

My  housekeeper  enumerated  a  long 
list  of  borrowed  articles.  There  were 
silver  spoons  and  a  cut  grass  dish, 
which  were  loaned  for  a  party.  These 
back    a   little    sticky      --

line  and  the  clothespins  had  frequent- 
ly singly  and  together  made  frequent 
trips  to  this  borrowing  woman's  kitch- 
en. The  boiler  was  finally  returned  in 
a  leaky  condition  without  a  word  of 
explanation. 

A  bit  of  coffee,  a  little  cereal,  a 
pinch  of  tea.  some  salt,  an  egg  and.  in 
truth,  every  single  thing  that  people 
use  in  cooking  or  eating  in  any  form, 
was  borrowed  with  such  frequency  that 
it  really  counted  in  the  month's  gro- 
cery bill.  If  they  had  been  returned  It 
would  not  have  been  so  serious,  but 
they  rarely  were,  and  when  they  were, 
inferior  brands  paid   the  debt. 

Food  and  kitchen  utensils  are  not 
the  only  things  that  are  borrowed  by 
this  class  of  neighbors.  Quite  often 
they  borrow  wearing  apparel.  Slippers 
for  dances,  shirtwaists,  furs.  your 
wraps,  in  fact  anything  they  knew  you 
had.  Quite  often  it  Is  necessary  to  re- 
mind these  pests  that  they  had  some- 
thing of  yours  In  their  possession 
which  you  would  like  to  have  a  chance 
to  wear  yourself. 

If  much  borrowing  among  neighbors 
and  friends  Is  Indulged  in.  one  will 
shortly  find  himself  looked  upon  with 
a  bit  of  suspicion.  If  I  possibly  could 
do  without  I  should.  In  preference  to 
asking  a  very  dear  friend  to  loan  me 
half  a  cup  of  this  or  a  teaepoonful  of 
tjiat.  There  are  rare  cases  where  no 
other  course  seems  open.  In  those, 
promptly  repay  your  loan,  full  measure 
and    every   bit   as   good.   If   not   better.

DAYTON  AND  DULUTH. 

The  city  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  a  pro- 
gressive community  governed  by  a 
commission  with  a  city  manager,  has 
lately  had  the  same  experience  Du- 
luth  is   undergoing. 

There  was  placed  before  it — by  men 
who  admitted  themselves  to  be  So- 
cialists— a  proposal  to  issue  half  a 
million  dollars  in  bonds  to  construct 
a  city  electric  lighting  plant. 

The  commission  rejected  the  pro- 
posal, giving  as  its  reasons  the  belief 
that  there  were  other  things  Dayton 
needed  more,  and  that  the  plan  was 
not  a  good  business  proposition  for 
the  community. 

Under  the  initiative,  the  advocates 
of  a  municipal  lighting  plant  placed  it 
before  the  voters,  and  at  the  recent 
general  election  the  proposal  was 
overwhelmingly  beaten. 

The  arguments  used  in  behalf  of 
the  plan  and  against  it  in  Dayton 
form  a  striking  parallel  to  the  situa- 
tion in   Duluth. 

An  issue  of  the  bulletin  of  the 
Greater  Dayton  association  just  be- 
fore election  placed  the  issue  before 
the  voters   thus: 

When  the  people  of  Dayton 
adopted  the  City  Managrer  form  of 
iroveinnient.  they  did  so  with  the 
distinct  understanding  that  the  af- 
fairs of  the  city  should  be  handled 
on    a    ^ound    business    basis. 

Six  weeks  ago,  a  committee  of 
Socialists  approached  the  City 
t'onimi.-:.'<ion  with  a  proposition  to 
invest  $500,000  of  the  taxpayers* 
money  in  a  municipal  lighting 
plant. 

The  proposition  was  considered 
and  Investigated  by  the  Commis- 
sion and  then  rejected — on  the 
Ki'ound  that  it  would  be  a  bad  bus- 
iness  investment. 

No  arguments  antagonistic  to  the 
principles  of  municipal  ownership 
were  considered  by  the  Commia- 
slonera  In  reaching  their  decision. 
In  fact,  in  the  re.'^olutions  which 
they  passt'd  explaining  their  roa- 
sons  for  the  rejection  of  a  $500,000 
clt.v-owned  lighting  plant,  they 
Bpeciflcally  pledged  themselves  to 
a  belief  in  the  principles  of  munic- 
ipal   ownership. 

They  rejected  the  proposition  be- 
cause, AS  BUSINESS  MEN  they  did 
not  feel  It  would  be  GOOD  BUSI- 
NE.SS  for  the  city  at  thla  time  to 
jeopardize  its  greater  and  more 
pres.^slng  needs  by  investing  JSOOi- 
000  In  a  lighting  plant  that  could 
not  be  put  upon  a  self-sustaining 
basis  without  additional  invest- 
ments that  would  probably  run  In- 
to the  millions. 

It  Is  Important  that  you  should 
dtlve  home  these  facts  to  every 
citizen  who  really  wants  a  busiiu-ss 
adminlstraiion    for    Dayton. 

For  the  question  to  be  decided 
by  ballot  on  the  ordinance  for  the 
proposed  city-owned  lighting  plant 
Is  NOT  a  question  of  municipal 
ownership. 

The  question  before  you  is  mere- 
ly this: 

"Shall  T.  as  a  voter,  ask  the  city 
to  put  ?500.000  of  the  city's  money 
Into  an  Investment  that  I,  AS  A 
BUSINESS  MAN.  would  reject  be- 
cause of  its  absolute  impractic- 
ability?"

ST.  LOUIS  COUNTY  IN  THE 
LEGISLATURE.    . 

In  previous  sessions  of  the  legisla- 
ture St.  Louis  county  has  been  repre- 
sented by  three  senators  and  five  rep- 
resentatives, besides  the  representa- 
tive from  Lake  and  Cook  counties. 

In  the  session  about  to  open  St. 
Louis  county  will  be  represented  by 
five  senators  and  nine  representatives 
— but  this  increased  number  seems 
likely  to  be  rendered  inlinitcly  less 
effective  than  the  smaller  but  united 
number  of  past  sessions  by  the  fact 
that    it   is   di\  ided. 

Whatcvef  legislative  damage  may 
come  to  St.  Louis  county  out  of  this 
session  may  be  attributed  to  this  divi- 
sion. 

A  house  divided  against  itself  can- 
not stand;  and  St.  Louis  county  is  go- 
ing down  to  confront  the  old  fight 
with  its  forces  so  disorganized  that 
their  time,  apparently-,  will  be  taken 
up   in    fighting   within   themselves. 

Vet  there  are  things  to  be  done  for 
St.  Louis  cf)ur.ty  besides  fighting  over 
county  division. 

For  instance,  if  the  senators  and 
representatives  from  this  county  can 
spare  time  enough  from  their  s\upicl 
quarrels  to  look  at  it,  there  is  pend- 
ing a  proposed  reorganization  of  the 
public  school  system  of  the  state  that 
threatens  St.  Louis  county  with  a 
heavy  loss.  That  plan  cannot  be  beat- 
en by  a  divided  delegation;  for  the 
very  point  that  makes  it  alarming  to 
St.  Louis  county  will  make  it  highly 
attractive  to  the  state  at  large. 

The  proposed  reorganization  of  the 
school  system,  so  far  as  we  have  been 
able  to  examine  it.  promises  improve- 
mcivt.  But  it  proposes  a  new  system 
of  distributing  school  ta.xes  that  will 
cost  this  county  about  a  quarter  of 
a  million  dollars  a  year  if  it  is  carried 
out. 

There  is  now  a  state  school  tax  of 
one  mill,  and  the  local  mill  tax — two 
mills  altogether.  All  of  the  local  mill 
tax  is  now  returned  to  this  county; 
and  a  good  share  of  the  state  school 
ta.K. 

The  reorganization  plan  proposes 
that  this  two-mill  tax  shall  continue, 
but  that  half  of  it  shall  be  distributed 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  paid 
teachers  for  salaries,  and  the  other 
half  in  proportion  to  aggregate  at- 
tendance. It  is  impossible  to  figure 
out  accurately  what  this  would  do 
with  the  $650,000  raised  in  St.  Louis 
county  by  these  two  mill  taxes,  but 
it  is  clear  enough  that  it  will  take 
away  about  $250,000  that  now  comes 
back  to  this  county. 

In  this  fight,  as  in  other  vitally  im- 
portant fights,  St.  Louis  county  must 
battle  largely  alone.  United,  it  can 
accomplish  something.  Divided  and 
quarreling      with       itself,       the       St.

It  is  a  struggle 
that  has  long  been  threatened,  and 
now  it  is  here,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
it  continues  long  enough  to  interest 
the  whole  people  and  induce  them  to 
decide  which  side  of  it  they  wish  to 
take. 

The  president  has  dared  to  invade 
the  "sacred  spoils  privilege"  of  the 
senators.  The  senate,  united  by  Sen- 
atorial Courtesy,  has  taken  a  stand 
against  him. 

The  question  is  simply  this:  Shall 
public  places  be  filled  by  the  presi- 
dent for  fitness,  "with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate;"  or  shall  sen- 
ators, seeking  jobs  for  political 
friends,  dictate  presidential  appoint- 
ments? 

Shall    the   senatorial   spoils   system 

prevail,  or  presidential  appointments 

for  fitness  only?     That   is   the   issue.

THE  SENATE,  THE  PRESIDENT, 
AND  THE  JOBS. 

The  senate  of  the  United  States 
and  the  president  of  the  United  States 
have  been  having  a  little  dispute 
about  appointments.  The  people  at 
large  probably  have  been  paying  lit- 
tle atter.tion  to  it,  but  before  it  is 
finished  they  will  be  giving  it  a  good 
deal  of  attention;  for  it  raises  a  pretty 
big  question. 

Tlie  president  made  certain  appoint- 
ments in  a  certain  state,  using  his 
judgment  as  to  the  fitness  of  the  can- 
didate?. The  appointments  were  dis- 
pleasing to  the  Democratic  senator 
from  that  state,  who  had  candidates 
of  his  own.  No  criticism  is  made  of 
the  president's  appointments.  Nobody 
charges  that  they  are  unfit  for  office, 
or  anything  of  that  kind.  It  is  sim- 
ply that  the  senator  from  that  state 
wanted  to  get  jobs  for  certain  men, 
friends  of  his,  and  that  the  president, 
in  filling  these  public  places,  did  not 
select  these  friends  of  the  senator's.

Ka'mas  City  Journal:  During  one 
of  the  battles  In  Mexico  an  officer  was 
wounded  ."jeverely  In  the  thigh,  and  for 
four  or  five  days  severftl  surgeons  were 
engaged  attempting  to  dlscovef  the 
ball.  On  the  flfth  day  he  could  bear  it 
no  longer,  and  cried  to  the  surgeons: 
"Gentlemen  In  heaven's  name,  what  are 
you    about?" 

"We   are  looking  for  the  bullet." 


Mr.  Payne  was  a  helpless  mediocrity. 
Representing  the  old  Auburn  district, 
home  of  William  H.  Seward,  his  con- 
stituency were  conservative  to  a  degree 
and  they  kept  Mr.  Payne  In  congress 
from  1883  till  his  death  in  1914.  ex- 
cept the  term  of  the  Fiftieth  congress. 
188 1 -89.  for  which  he  was  defeated. 
He  was  also  member-elect  to  the  Sixty 
fourth  congress.  Thus  he  was  one  of 
the  very  few  of  our  public  men  who 
sat  in  fifteen  different  congresses. 
*  *  • 
There  was  nothing  brilliant  about 
Sereno  E.  Payne.  An  abler  man  than 
Dave  Henderson,  he  was  Inferior  in 
mental  equipment  to  Joe  Cannon. 
w  hen  Reed  was  elected  speaker  the 
second  time  Mr.  Payne  was  senior  of 
his  party  on  ways  and  means,  but  a 
tariff  was  to  be  cooked  up  and  Reed 
transferred  Nelson  Dlngley  from  ap- 
propriations to  ways  and  means,  gave 
him  the  chairmanship  and  the  leader- 
ship of  the  house  that  attaches  to  that 
position,  though  James  R.  Mann,  the 
f^very  capable  leader  of  the  minority  in 
the  present  house  and  the  last  preced- 
ing one,  was  never  a  member  of  ways 
and  means. 

Dave  Henderson  got  to  be  speaker 
of  the  Fifty-sixth  congress  because  Joe 
Cannon  had  been  "unsound"  on  the 
oleomargarine  tax,  about  as  infamous  a 
tax  as  even  a  tax  can  get  to  be.  Payne 
then  became  chairman  of  ways  and 
means,  which  position  he  continued  to 
hold  under  Cannon,  or  for  ten  years 
in  all,  when  the  Democrats  carne  in 
and  he  gave  way  to  Oscar  Underwood. 
His  name  is  attached  to  the  last  Re- 
publican tariff,  but  that  law  was  made 
by  the  manufacturers  who  had  for 
spokesman  Kelson  W.  Aldrlch. 
•  *  ♦ 
"The  Old  Guard"  weeded  a  wide 
swath.  They  were  sponsor  for  '  the 
Dlngley  tariff  and  the  Payne  tariff, 
under  which  the  monopolistic  trusts 
like  Steel  waxed  opulent  and  oppres- 
sive. There  is  the  Steel  trust,  capital- 
ized at  fl. 500,000.000,  mostly  water. 
Water  In  stocks,  In  morals,  is  on  the 
same  footing;'  as  counterfeit  bank  cur- 
rency, and  should  be  on  the  same  foot- 
ing with  forgery  in  law.  If  there  had 
never  been  any  water  in  corporation 
stocks,  railroad  rates  In  our  coun- 
try, cut  in  half,  would  yield  as  great 
dividends  as  now.  Water  in  corporation 
stock*  is  the  chief  feat  of  polltlclil  eco- 
nomy as  purveyed  by  the  Republican 
party.  The  fortunes  of  Morgan,  Harrl. 
man,  the  Vanderbllts,  the  Goulds,  are 
all  based  on  watered  securities.  The 
exploitation  of  the  New  Haven  rail- 
road was  the  legitimate  fruit  of  Re- 
publican statecraft 

Mr.  Payne  died  in  the  hope  that  his 
party  would  again  come  Into  power  in 
1918  and  set  to  work  revising  the  tar- 
iff up.  There  is  np  doubt  that  the  Re 
publicans  are  greatly  elated,  though 
Uncle  Cannon  tells  them  it  Is  by  no 
means  settled  that  they  will  be  victors 
at  the  next  quadreniSial  grand  Inquest 
of  the  nation.  Assaults  that  are  now 
made  on  the  Wilson  administration  are 
the  dirtiest  that  ever  came  under  my 
observation  at  this  capital.  Much  de- 
pends on  the  Intelligence  of  the  elec- 
torate,  and  If  lying  will  turn  the  trick 
for  them  there  is  no  beating  the  "party 
of  Great  Moral  Ideas"  at  the  game. 
•  •  '  • 
Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Pavne  Mr 
Jones  of  Virginia  became  the  "father 
of  the  house,"  a  distinction  that  falls 
to  the  member  of  congress  of  longest 
continuous  service.  When  I  first  came 
here  "Pig  Iron"  Kelley  of  Pennsylvania 
was  father  of  the  hcu.«e.  He  took  great 
pride  In  it  and  he  was  not  to  be  ad- 
versely criticized  for  that,  for  It  is  a 
distinguished  honor.  About  all  the  duty 
that  falls  to  the  father  of  the,  house 
is  his  selection  to  administer  the  oath 
of  office  to  the  speaker,  though  when 
a  president  of  the  United  States  is  on 
trial  by  the  senate  sitting  as  a  court 
of  Impeachment  the  entire  member- 
ship of  the  house,  headed  by  the  "fath- 
er." solemnly  marches  daily  over  to  the 
senate  chamber  to  add  to  the  solemnity 
of  the  proceedings.  Elihu  Washburne 
was  the  fatJher  when  Andrew  Johnson 
was  tried. 

Old  "Pig  Iron"  had  a  good  deal  of 
affectation  about  him.  In  delicate 
health,  he  could  never  ask  to  be  excused 
from  attendance  on  a  night  session 
without  dramatically  beseeching  his 
"cheeldren"  to  conduct  themselves  be- 
seemingly  In  his  absence.  When  he 
died  his  colleague,  Charles  O'Nell,  suc- 
ceeded to  the  fathership  and  had  a  row 
with  William  S.  Holman  as  to  his  right 
to  the  title.  Holman  had  served  longer 
but  not  contlnuou.sly.  Crisp  decided  fbr  I 
Holman  and  was  sworn  in  by  him.  but 
two  years  later  reversed  himself  and 
O'Nell  was  chosen  for  that  duty.  O'Nell 
died  and  his  colleague,  Harmer,  suc- 
ceeded as  father,  and  he.  In  turn,  was 
succeeded  by  Harry  Bingham.  Thus 
for  many  years  Pennsylvania  had  the 
distinction  and  all  of  the  fathers  bailed 
from    Philadelphia.

A  wise  old  town,  the  Quaker  city. 
Kelley  had  a  life  lease  on  his  seat  and 
his  duty  was  to  look  after  the  tariff. 
In  this  he  was  helped  by  Sam  tlandall. 
O'Nell  looked  after  the  navy  yard. 
Harmer  after  the  Philadelphia  mint, 
and  Bingham  after  the  Philadelphia 
postofflce.  None  had  any  other  duty 
except  to  vote  with  the  party  on  all 
party  questions,  and  none  was  put  to 
any  anxiety  as  to  re-election. 

or  course.  Randall  was  an  exception. 
He  was  a  Democrat  on  all  questions 
other  than  the  tariff  and  his  tariff 
views  cost  him  the  presidency;  though 
had  he  been  a  Democrat  on  that  ques- 
tion he  would  not  have  represented  a 
Philadelphia  district  In  congress  for 
nearly  thirty  years.  And  thus  he 
would  h^ve  lost  his  prominence.

Every  year  the  number  of  senators 
who  ride  in  street  cars  is  cut  down, 
owing  to  the  gradual  creeping  of  the 
insidious  automobile  Into  the  heart  of 
our  democratic  institutions.

Could    Be   Easily    Shortened. 

St.  Peter  Herald:  The  agitation  for 
shorter  legislative  sessions  by  the  state 
press  appears  to  meet  with  general  ap- 
proval,  with  the  exception  of  the  mem- 
bers of  that  body  and, the  move  might 
as  well  be  dropped.  Before  the  pres- 
ent law  was  passed  the  sessions  were 
limited  to  sixty  days,  including  Sun- 
days and  holidays.  Then  it  was  urged 
that  this  was  not  enough  to  properly 
take  care  of  the  state's  business  and 
that  the  law  should  be  changed  to 
ninety  days.  A  change  was  made  with 
that  object  in  view,  but  when  the  next 
legislature  met  it  was  discovered  that 
the  word  "legislative"  had  been  smug, 
gled  in  before  the  words  "ninety  days" 
and  practically  every  member  insisted 
upon  putting  in  every  day  under  that 
construction,  which  meant  a  session  of 
nearly  four  months.  During  the  cam- 
paign most  every  candidate  talked 
economy,  but  after  the  election  this 
implied  promise  is  generally  forgot- 
ten. If  It  were  otherwise  the  sessions 
could  be  easily  shortened,  without 
changing  the  working  of  the  law.  The 
trouble  with  too  many  of  our  law- 
makers is  their  lack  of  memory  of 
ante-campaign  promises.  An  economy 
platform  la  considered  a  contrivance 
with  which  to  catch  votes  and  speedily 
discarded  as  soon  as  it  has  answered 
this  purpose.

He  was  then  earning  about  $4  a 
day  at  a  toolmaker's  bench,  and  he  fig- 
ured he  could  buy  his  lumber  a  little 
at  a  time  as  he  earned  It. 

Every  morning  and  every  night  all 
summer  long  he  worked,  covering  the 
six  miles  to  and  from  the  city  on  a 
trusty  bicycle.  The  frame  w^ent  up. 
and  by  fall  was  boarded  and  protected 
by  tarred  paper.  During  the  winter  he 
worked  inside  by  lantern  light;  but 
every  day  he  was  there,  hammering 
and  sawing  and  boring. 

He  managed  to  buy  lumber  as  he 
needed  It,  asking  no  credit.  Along  in 
the  winter — times  were  dull — he  was 
"laid  off"  at  the  factory  and  was  placed 
In  the  trj-lng  position  of  having  plenty 
of  time  to  work  on  his  house  but  no 
lumber  to  work  with.  The  enforced 
idleness  did  not  last  long,  and  with  his 
first  payment  be  b<«»ght  more  timber 
and    tackled    his   building  again. 

Christie  has  been  working  on  hla 
house  five  years.  He  has  never  bor- 
rowed money  or  asked  credit.  What 
he  has — his  house,  his  automobile,  his 
piano  and  the  rest  of  his  attractive 
furniture — he  has  paid  for  some  way 
out  of  a  $4-a-day  wage.

Washington,  Dec.  29. — .\t  a  confer- 
ence today  between  C.  F.  Macdonald. 
secretary  of  the  Duluth  Board  of 
Trade,  Representative  Miller  of  Du- 
luth, and  C.  A.  Magnuson  and-O.  H 
McMillan  of  the  Minneapolis  Chambci 
of  Commerce  with  Internal  Revenue 
Commissioner  Osborn,  the  attitude  of 
the  treasury  department  In  the  matter 
of  the  imposition  of  stamp  taxes  on 
"cash"  transactions  in  wheat  was  made 
clear.  ,       ,    , 

"In  a  previous  ruling  obtained  by 
Representative  Miller,  the  commission- 
tr  said  that  cash  wheat  (exempt  from 
taxation  under  the  war  revenue  law) 
would  mean  delivery  within  the  period 
established  by  the  grain  exchanges 
rules  and  commercial  usage  for  cash 
transaction  for  Immediate  delivery, 
eald  Mr.  Macdonald  after  the  confer- 
ence. "Under  this  ruling  it  will  be 
the  attitude  of  the  department  that 
the  term  in  the  war  revenue  law 
'actual  delivery  at  the  time  of  the  sale 
means  that  any  transaction  which  Is 
generally  classed  in  the  grain  trade  as 
a  cash  transaction,  that  contemplates 
the  physical  exchange  of  the  com- 
modity as  soon  as  It  can  conveniently 
be  done  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
of  the  exchanges  or  the  ordinary 
usages  of  business,  shall  not  be  taxed. 
Caaen  for  ICxemptlon. 

"The  commission  did  not  go  so  far 
as  to  say  that  transactions  made  for 
delivery  at  some  time  in  the  future, 
even  though  classed  as  a  cash  transac- 
tion, shall  not  be  taxable.  In  all 
cases,  however,  where  the  actual  de- 
livery takes  place  as  soon  as  cir- 
cumstances will-permit,  the  transaction 
will  be  exempt. 

"The  department  does  not  want  to  go 
so  far  as  to  say  a  sale  made  at  a 
port  like  Duluth  for  shlpm»nt  at  the 
opening  of  navigation  w«>uld  be  ex- 
empt, because  the  time  of  the  delivery 
would  be  too  far  in  the  future. 

"In  order  to  be  exempt  all  trades 
In  the  cash  classification  must  be 
such  as  are  consummated  by  the  orig- 
inal parties  to  the  transaction.  The 
commissioner  assured  us  that  It  is  not 
the  intention  of  the  department  to 
construe  the  law  with  great  technical- 
ity, but  that  on  the  contrary  it  would 
be  the  department's  attitude  to  relieve 
all  grain  transactions  from  taxation 
where  actual  delivery  is  made  within 
a  reasonable  time."

MINE   FIfFe   BECOMES  A  UTILITY. 

Carbondale,  I'a.,  Dispatch  to  th« 
Philadelphia  American:  That  the  mino 
Hre  which  has  raged  beneath  the  Bel- 
mont section  of  this  city  for  the  last 
ten  years  has  its  advantages  for  the 
residents  was  discovered  by  a  motion- 
picture  photographer,  taking  pictures 
in  the  fire  district  for  reproduction  on 
["movie"  screens  throughout  the  coun- 
try. 

t  Many  of  the  property  owners  have 
closed  their  homes  and  removed  to 
other  sections  of  the  city  to  wait  for 
the  fire  to  burn  Itself  out  or  to  be  ex- 
tinguished, but  a  few  of  those  who  re- 
main are  making  the  best  of  condi- 
tions. 

The  moving  picture  men  found  one 
woman  who  utilizes  the  mine  fire  in 
baking  potatoes  and  other  vegetables. 
She  simply  drops  tlie  "spuds"  into  a 
crevice  in  her  buck  yard,  leaves  them 
there  about  an  hour,  and  takes  them 
out  as  thoroughly  baked  as  If  they 
had  reposed  In  the  oven  of  her  kit- 
chen range. 

Explaining  her  discovery,  the  house- 
wife said  she  seldom  keeps  a  fire  in 
her  kitchen  through  the  summer.  In 
an  emergency  she  can  boll  eggs  and 
prepare  simple  dishes  with  the  aid  of 
the  stovelike  crevice. 

In  Canaan  street  the  operators  found 
a  man  who  supplies  his  home  with  hot 
water  in  a  similar  manner.  When  he 
Installed  his  water-heating  system  last 
winter,  th/s  ingenious  citizen  went, 
thinlv  clad.  Into  his  garden  and  dug 
deeply  Into  the  warm  earth.  Then  he 
colled  100  feet  of  lead  pipe  Into  the 
hole  and  refilled  It. 

Even  in  zero  weather  the  family  had 
a  steady  supply  of  warm  water,  and 
the  scheme  has  worked  so  well  that  the 
Ingenious  one  Is  considering  a  plan  to 
elaborate  the  system  and  heat  the 
house  with  It  next  winter. 

WHAT   A  MEAT   GRINDER  WILL  DO.

FOOD    OF    THE    STONE    AGE. 

Chicago  Record-Herald:  There  Is 
nothing  to  Indicate  that  the  men  of 
the  later  stone  age  did  not  have  buck- 
wheat panfcakes  for  breakfast.  It  has 
been  learned  that  not  only  buckwheat 
but  many  other  grains  of  the  present 
day.  such  as  corn,  barley,  flax,  rye  and 
oais,  formed  an  Important  part  of  the 
dally  bread  consumed  by  the  people  of 
the  latter  half  of  the  stone  age,  known 
as    the   neolithic   epoch. 

It  Is  generally  admitted  that  the 
men  of  the  age  of  hewn  stone  were 
hunters.  With  Asiatic  Invasions  the 
manner  of  living  changed.  The 
neollthlcs  began  to  raise  domestic 
animals  and  to  cultivate  ^  certain 
species  of  plants,  the  remains  of  which 
are  still  to  be  found.  Prof.  Schenck 
has  brought  this  question  to  an  In- 
teresting point.  Corn  Is  the  most  an- 
cient plant  known.  Scientists  have 
observed  samples  of  It  in  the  cele- 
brated laver  of  the  Mas  d'Azil.  or  end 
of   the   hewn   stone  period.  ,    ^     ,     ,      ^ 

It  is  believed  that  this  kind  of  plant 
is  essentially  of  Asiatic  origin.  It  could 
have  been  brought  Into  Europe  by 
neolithic  Invaders.  Egyptian  wheat 
has  also  been  found.  Barley  Is  also 
pretty  frequent,  being  represented  by 
Blx  distinct  varieties.  On  the  other 
hand  rve  and  oats  were  kijown  but 
were  rare.  Flax  was  represented  by 
a    different    kind      from     the    present 

"•"rr^other  plants  of  that  age  were 
probably  gathered  In  a  wild  state. 
Fruits  were  generally  cut  n  Quarters 
and  dried;  such  as  certain  little 
Boecles  of  apples  and  pears.  Among 
these  latter  the  present  Swiss  species, 
Achras,    has    been    found.

His  first  Important  attraction, 
when  the  Victoria  reopens,  will  be 
John  R.  Rogers,  "yours  merrily."  who 
will  be  billed  as  the  fl"t  »ctor  who 
rver  really  got  the  hook.  ^^ndo"btedly 
a  controversy  will  arise  over  this  claim 
with  regard  to  Mr.  Rogers,  and  Inci- 
dents of  stage  history  and  tradition 
mav  be  earnestly.  If  not  acrimoniously, 
clt4d  to  disprove  it.  Mr.  Miner,  who 
recently  conducted  Miners  Eighth  Ave- 
nue theater,  largely  with  the  assistance 
of  the  hook,  will  claim  that  he  was 
the  original  user  of  the  implement: 
that  he  used  It  first  in  the  winter  of 
1886  and  that  on  the  occasion  when  It 
was  first  used,  Mr.  Rogers  was  not  at 
the  other  end  of  It. 

Mr  Rogers,  however.  Is  fortified  with 
evidence  to  support  his  claim.  He  says 
that  no  one  had  ever  got  the  hook  until 
he  Kot  It  In  Wood's  theater,  Cincin- 
nati in  September,  1869,  during  a  per- 
formance of  the  spectacular  play, 
"Undine,"  in  "which  piece  he  appeared 
as  a  passenger  from  the  other  world, 
and  made  his  entrance  through  a  trap 
door,  being  propelled  into  view  by  a 
spring.  He  had  been  called  suddenly  to 
olav  the  part  on  account  of  the  Illness 
of  the  actor  to  whom  It  was  regularly 
assigned,  and    the   clothes   did    not   fit 


him.  Also,  he  w«s  not  accustomed  to 
being  shot  through  a  trap.  As  a  result 
of  this  combination  of  difficulties  he 
was  not  only  shot  through  the  trap, 
but  also  pretty  well  through  the 
clothes. 

Without  realizing  the  embarrassment 
which  was  being  cause.d  by  his  extra- 
ordinary appearance,  he  started  to  read 
his  lines,  and  was  pulled  off  the  stage 
by  Manager  John  B.  Radcllffe,  who 
used  for  the  purpose,  for  the  first 
time  in  history,  a  long-handled  hook 
which  was  part  of  the  stage  carpenter's 
outfit. 


GRENADE  FOR  RIFLES. 
Popular  Mechanics  Magazine:  The 
rifle  grenade  has  already  been  adopted 
in  some  countries  as  an  Integral  part 
of  the  soldier's  equipment,  and  is  like- 
ly to  come  into  general  use  among"  the 
armies  of  the  world.  It  is  expected 
that  it  will  to  a  great  extent  supplant 
the  use  of  the  bayonet  and  do  away 
with  the  necessity  for  close  quarter 
fighting,  as  It  will  provide  a  means 
for  attacking  trenches  and  covered  po- 
sitions and  rendering  them  untenable 
without  recourse  to  hand  to  hand  com- 
bat.

AMATEURS  DEFINED; 
ETHICS  OUTUNED 

Athletic  Research  Society 
Sets  Down  Rules  for 
Non-Professionals. 

Chicago,  Dec.  20 — "An  amateur  ath- 
lete  Is  one  who  participates  In  com- 
petitive physical  sport  only  for  the 
pleasure  and  the  physical,  mental, 
moral  and  social  benefits  directly  de- 
rived therefrom." 

This  definition  was  offered  to  the 
Athletic  Research  society  here  by  a 
committee  which  since  1911  has  con- 
sidered the  exact  meaning  of  the  word 
amateur.  The  society's  meeting  is  pre- 
limlnary  to  that  of  the  National  Col- 
legiate association  commencing  todav 
The  report  presented  by  John  Brown! 
Jr.  of  New  York,  listed  three  ways  in 
which  an  athlete  might  bar  himself 
from  the  ranks  of  the  amateurs:  First, 
by  teaching  or  coaching  profcsslona; 
athletes  for  pay;  second,  by  competing 
under  salary  or  for  a  f«»e;  third,  by 
competing  for  a  cash  prize  or  for  a 
stake   bet. 

A  middle  position  for  those  not  strict- 
ly professional  athletes  was  suggested 
by    the    committee    which    classed      as 
non-competing  amateurs":  Those  who 
have   maintained   that  status   as   ama

association  should  go  -on  record  to 
point  out  the  dangers  of  the  game  that 
exist  for  those  who|  are  physically  un- 
fit, either  because  of  age  or  weakness, 
and  the  untrained  athlete.  He  urged 
that  all  candidates  for  teams  submit  to 
a  rigid  medical  and  physical  examina- 
tion and  the  strict  supervision  of  play- 
ers, both  In  practice  and  the  playing 
of  regular  games. 

Investigation  by  the  committee,  the 
report  set  forth,  showed  that  the  cause 
for  an  outcry  against  the  game  as  a 
"brutal  and  degrading  sport  cannot  be 
maintained  and  the  sensationalism  that 
has  been  attached  to  it  should  cease  to 
exist." 

Of  the  thirteen 'players  reported  to 
have  died  during  1914  from  the  results 
of  participation  In  football  games  or 
practice.  Dr.  Ehler  said  that  only  three 
of  these  were  college  man  and  that 
only  one  was  a  member  of  a  regular 
varsity  team.

clubs  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  playgrounds  were 
classed  under  the  head  of  "non-com- 
petlnK   amateurs"    by   the   committee. 

Rules  of  conduct  for  amateur  ath- 
letics, the  violation  of  which  will  be 
considered  unsportsmanlike  and  ungen- 
tlemanly,  were  recommended.  The  code 
provides: 

"A  true  amateur  athlete  will  never 
intentionally  make  any  misrepresenta- 
tion regarding  his  eligibility,  nor  will 
continue  competing  aa  such  after  he 
has  ceased  to  be  In  sympathy  with  the 
spirit  of  amateurism. 

"Athletic  rules  will  not  be  ignored 
or  evaded  either  in  the  letter  or  spirit, 
but  will  be  con.^idered  as  mutual 
agreemenfi  between  contestants  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  a  basts  of 
honorable  competition  between  gentle- 
men. The  letter  or  spirit  of  the  rules 
will  no  more  be  ignored  or  evaded 
than  will  a  gentleman's  word  of  honor. 

"Every  honest  and  earnest  effort 
will  be  made  to  win  a  contest  but  a 
dishonorable  victory  will  not  be  ac- 
cepted. 

"An  amateur  always  will  be  loval  to 
his  team  mates  In  every  conceivable 
endeavor,  And  will  do  his  utmost  to 
prove  a  worthy  representative  of  his 
institution,  or  club. 

"Opponents  will  be  treated  as  friends 
and  honored  as  guests  even  If  they  do 
not  reciprocate.  No  unfair  advantage 
ever  will  be  taken  of  them.  Good  plays 
will  be  suitably  acknowledged. 

"Officials  will  be  considered  as  im- 
partial and  competent  arbitrators.  De- 
cisions will  be  accepted  without  dis- 
pute, even  when  they  apparently  are 
unfair  Advantage  will  not  be  taken 
of  lax  rule  enforcement.  Personal 
abuse  or  iU-feellng  of  any  kind,  will 
not  be  publicly  manifested  even  when 
an  official  proves  incompetent  or  dls- 
houtst. 

"CDiitestants  will  not  attempt  to  play 
to  the  grandstand  for  publicity  or 
applai.se.  Appreciation  from  the  spec- 
tators will  be  taken  for  granted  and 
not   acknowledged." 

William  Ball  of  N'ew  York  city  was 
the  chairman  of  the  ethics  committee 
which  drafted  the  code.  Other  mem- 
bers were  John  Brown,  Jr.,  of  the  in- 
ternational committee  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  association;  Dr.  R.  T. 
McKenzte  of  the  Universitv  of  Penn- 
sylvania; A.  E.  Metzdorf,  Springfield, 
Mass.:  Prof.  O.  W.  Ehler  of  the  Uni- 
ver.sity  of  Wisconsin;  G.  E.  Johnson  of 
the  Now  York  city  school  of  physics; 
Dr.  H.  T.  Kollenbcrg  of  the  Chicago  Y

Illinois  Coach  Is  Rewarded 

With    Long-Term

BRAVES  TO  HAVE 

FINE  NEW  PARK 


Largest  and  Most  Costly 

Ever  Constructed  for 

Baseball  Club. 

Boston,  Mass.,  Dec.  29. — The  jicw 
grounds  of  the  Boston  National  league 
baseball  club  In  Allston  will  be  the 
largest  In  the  country  In  size  and  seat- 
ing capacity,  and  will  cost  more  than 
any  baseball  plant  yet  constructed. 
President  James  E.  GafEney  said,  after 
a  jdlscussloD  of  the  plans  by  the  board 
of  directors  yesterday. 

Forty  thousand  two  hundred  and 
eighty-two  seats  will  be  provided,  he 
said.  Of  these,  18,931  will  be  in  a 
one-story  grandstand  so  constructed 
that  a  second  deck  may  be  added  later; 
18,016  will  be  built  in  bleachers  back 
of  first  and  third  bases,  admission  to 
which  will  be  60  cents;  and  6,336  seats 
will  be  provided  to  the  right  of  center 
field  for  the  25-cent  patrons.

Despite  the  fact  that  it  is  recos- 
nized  that  men  could  be  hired  more 
cheaply,  the  city  will  make  no  cut  in 
the  wage  scale  which  has  been  main- 
tained by  the  public  works  division  for 
more  than   a  year.

AVhile  the  sewer  was  under  discus- 
sion, Oommi.«8ioner  Murchlson,  head  of 
the  works  division,  explained  that  the 
"  wage  scale  had  been  mentioned  by 
some  of  the  property  owners, 
thought  that  the  cost  of  the  Job  might 
be  reduced  somewhat  by  paying  a  lower 
scale.  He  stated  that  the  city  has  been 
paving  25  cents  an  hour  for  an  8-hour 
dav,  while  some  of  the  contractors  hav*  , 
been  hiring  men  for  as  low  as  17  cents

As  a  result  hundreds  of  housekeep- 
ers have  bt-en  compelled  to  resort  to 
unusual  methods  of  getting  their 
meals,  as  gas  is  used  exclusively  in  a 
great  majority  of  the  homes  of  the 
city.  . 

The    fire    also    completely    disrupted 
the  telephone  service  of  the  Northwest- 
ern Telephone  company,  the  cables  be- 
ing carried  down  \\ith  th^-  bridge.

Authorities  promise  a  vigorous  in- 
vestigation into  the  cause  of  the  fire, 
v\-hich  has  been  announred  as  an  over- 
heated furnace^.

Corporation  Restores 

Confidence. 

The  recent  decision  of  the  United 
States  Steel  corporation  to  refrain  from 
reducing  the  wages  of  its  employes 
has  tended  to  Inspire  confidence  in 
steel  trade  circles. 

In  arriving  at  its  stand  In  face  of 
the  fact  that  net  earnings  are  the  low- 
est in  its  history,  the  finance  commit- 
tee saw  a  glimmer  of  light  ahead  in  a 
moderate  Improvement  in  oiders  and 
from  reports  at  hand,  the  conclusion 
was  reached  that  a  turn  for  the  better 
is  to  be  expected  after  the  first  of  the 

Credit  Is  conceded  to  be  due  the  cor- 
poration for  the  fair  treatment  It  has 
always  accorded  its  employes.  It  has 
practiJilly  set  the  lead  in  that  respect 
during  the  thirteeen  years  of  its  exi.-t- 
ence.  The  scale  of  wages  paid  since 
1902  has  been  steadily  on  the  upward 
trend,  and  on  top  of  that  is  to  be  taken 
into  consideration  the  establishing  of  a 
syst-im  of  pensions  and  bonuses. 

Last  year  the  ccrpcration  paid  to  Its 
228,906  employes  a  total  of  $207,206,176 
In  w.i;os,  an  average  cf  $906  per  man. 
In  the  preceding  year  ihe  average  was 
$857.  There  has  been  no  change  in 
wages  this  year,  so  that  the  average 
per  man  will  be  about  the  same  as  it 
was  in  1913.

Cold   Weather  Aided   the 

Merchants,  Say  Duluth 

Bankers. 

Holiday  trade  in  this  city  Is  estimat- 
ed by  local  bankers  to  have  been  fully 
normal.  The  extended  spell  of  cold 
weather  is  said  to  have  brought  about 
a  much  heavier  turn-over  of  heavy 
woolen  goods  and  clothing  than  a  year 
ago,  and  generally  speaking  there  la 
considered  to  have  been  a  satisfactory 
volume  of  business,  more  especially  in 
the  way  of  staples. 

While  there  have  been  no  further  de- 
velopments in  lumbering  operations,  it 
is  thought  that  the  present  season's 
cut  w-ill  figure  out  much  in  excess  of 
estimates  made  during  the  late  fall. 
Assuming  that  the  Western  railroads 
will  also  succeed  in  their  application 
to  the  interstate  commerce  commission 
for  an  Increase  In  freight  rates,  it  is 
estimated  that  sales  of  ties  ^nd  timber 
used  by  the  roads  will  be  on  a  fairly 
liberal  scale. 

Funds  are  abundant  to  cover  all  re- 
quirements, and  discount  rates  are  easy 
at  6  peo  cent.  An  improved  demand 
for  funds  is  expected  after  the  first  of 
the  year,  taking  a  line  on  the  present 
bright  Industrial  and  commercial  pros- 
pects in  the  Northwest. 

Money  is  easy  at  New  Tork,  with 
discount  rates  on  commercial  paper 
running  at  from  4%  to  6>>4  per  cent, 
according  to  its  class.  At  both  Chicago 
and  Boston,  rates  stand  at  from  6  to 
5^4  per  cent.  The  rediscount  rate  on 
thirty-day  paper  of  the  regional  Fed- 
eral reserve  bank  at  Minneapolis  is 
now  bhi  per  cent.  At  New  York,  the 
reserve  bank  rate  is  4>4©6  per  cent. 
The  amount  of  rediscounts  offered  by 
Duluth  banks  is  said  to  have  been 
light  so  far,  as  the  financial  Institu- 
tions here  have  been  able  to  take  car« 
of  all  the  paper  offering,  and  aa  up 
till  its  recent  reduction  of  ^  per  cent, 
the  regional  bank  rate  was  too  high 
to  admit  of  any  margin  of  profit  In 
transactions.

I^ondon,  Dec.  30. — The  main  feature 
of  the  last  two  weeks'  fighting  In  Po- 
land, according  to  a  Petrograd  dis- 
patch to  the  Post,  has  been  the  ap- 
palling   losses    sustained    by    Germany. 

"For  a  fortnight,"  gays  the  dispatch, 
"there  has  been  no  rest,  no  Intermis- 
sion, but  on«  hideous  nightmare  or 
wholesale  slaughter  which  has  terribly- 
strained  the  nerves  of  the  most  hard- 
ened troops.  The  German  wave  poured 
upon  the  rock  of  Russian  defense  In  a. 
ceaseless  sequence  of  attacks.  ThA 
rock  still  stands,  although  an  eighth 
of  the  total  German  force  has  perished. 

"The  condition  of  the  Austrians  i» 
still  more  hopeless,  and  their  retire- 
ment from  the  passes  is  acquiring  morj 
and  more  the  character  of  a  hasty  ana 
disordered  rout."

Saint  Pol,  France,  via  Paris.  Dec.  30^ 
— German  prisoners  of  war  work  cheer- 
ily at  the  side  of  their  armed  French 
gnardians  In  repairing'  the  much-dam- 
ag'ed  national  highways  In  this  reg'loni 
Just  to  the  rear  of  the  colossal  bat- 
tle front.  The  prisoners  are  on  thtil 
best  terms  with  their  captors,  who 
good  natiiredly  share  cigarettes,  whiffs 
from  their  pipes  and  other  luxuries 
with  their  erstwhile  foes. 

The  prison jri  remali!  only  a  dhort 
time  In  this  neighborhood.  As  poort 
as  a  sufficient  number  are  taken  to 
fill  a  train,  the  captives  are  dispatched 
to  some  town  on  the  coa««*  or  In  the 
interior,  or  embarked  for  Algeria. 

In  this  region  there  Is  much  activ- 
ity from  morning  till  night  on  account 
i>f  the  pas.iage  of  great  supply  con- 
voys.

KAISER'S  CHRISTMAS 
SPENT  WITH  TROOPS 

Short  Address  Made  By  the 

Emperor  After  a 

Sermon. 

Berlin,  Dec.  30,  via  Amsterdam  and 
London. — Emperor  William's  Christmas 
celebration  at  the  German  military 
headquarters  Is  described  in  the  Koel- 
nische  Zeitung,  which  says  a  large 
number  of  officers  and  soldiers  at- 
tached to  the  headquarters  participated 
in  the  fe.'stivitles.  The  celebration  was 
held  in  a  large  room  which  was  dec- 
orated elaborately  with  Christmas 
trees.  The  emperor,  on  entering  the 
room,  greeted  the  soldiers  with:  "Good 
evening,   comrades." 

After  a  short  sermon  had  been  deliv- 
ered. Emperor  William  made  the  fol- 
lowing speech: 

"Comrades,  we  are  here  assembled 
in  arms  to  celebrate  the  holy  festival 
which  otherwise  In  peace  we  would  be 
celebrating  at  home.  Our  thoughts  go 
back  to  those  whom  we  have  left  at 
home,  to  whom  we  owe  all  the  presents 
on   the   tables  before   us. 

"It  has  been  permitted  by.  God  that 
the  enemv  should  force  us  to  celebrate 
("hristmas  here.  We  have  been  at- 
tacked. We  defend  ourselves  with  God's 
help.  We  hope  that  for  us  and  our 
countr>'  rich  victory  may  spring  from 
the    hard    fight. 

"We  are  on  hostile  ground.  The  point 
of  our  sword  Is  directed  against  the 
enemy,  our  hearts  to  our  God.  We 
say  as  once  the  great  elector  did. 
•Down  with  all  enemies  of  Germany.' 
Amen."  ^

DIGELOW  WRECK  DUE 
TO  IMPERFECT  RAIL 

Fissure  Twenty  Feet  Long 
Found  in  Its  In- 
terior. 

Washington,  Deo.  30. — Derailment  of 
a  passenger  train  on  the  Chicago,  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  railway 
near  Bigelow,  Minn.,  on  Feb.  9,  1914, 
resulting  in  the  death  of  one  passen- 
ger, one  express  messenger  and  the 
injury  of  eleven  passengers,  two  mail 
clerks,  two  conductors  and  two  por- 
ters, was  caused  by  a  broken  rail,  ac- 
cording to  the  findings  of  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission  announced 
today. 

Examination  of  fragments  of  the 
broken  rail  by  the  government  bureau 
of  standards  disclosed  a  fissure  about 
twenty  feet  long  In  the  interior  of  the 
rail.  From  exterior  examination  the 
fissure  was  not  discoverable  except 
through   careful    measurements. 

W.  H.  Belnap,  chief  of  the  division 
of  safety,  says  in  his  report  to  the 
commission: 

"Assurance  that  inherent  and  hid- 
den defects  do  not  exist  in  rails  can 
be  furnished  only  as  a  result  of  a 
thorough  Investigation  of  Ingot  and 
mill  conditions.  Rigorous  and  vigi- 
lant track  inspection  is  the  only  safe- 
guard which  can  at  present  be  relied 
upon  for  the  detection  of  rail  defects 
of  this   type."  ^ 

SCAN  DINAVIA'nS 

TO  RETAIN  UNION. 

London,  Dec.  30. — The  Daily  MalVa 
Copenhagen  correspondent  says  he 
learns  from  thoroughly  trustworthy 
sourcea  that  the  triple  entente,  result- 
ing from  the  recent  conference  of  the 
Scandinavian  kings  at  Maimo.  will  be 
continued  after  the  war  has  ended,  and 
although  no  political  alliance  l.s  yet  In- 
tended, It  is  not  improbable  that  the 
understanding  among  the  three  na- 
tions eventually  may  result  in  a  strong 
Scandinavian  nation  divided  Into  three 
Independent   families.

That  would  injure  neutral 
states,  but  It  ■would  make  an  end  of 
sea   trade   with   tlermany." 

HalMeii  .\radenilc  Point. 
In  conclusion  the  Morning  Post  ar- 
gues that  the  whole  dlftlculty  lies  In 
the  presence  of  neutral  states  in  close 
proximity  to  the  belligerents,  and  In 
the  doctrines  of  neutrality,  and  sug- 
gests that  consideration  of  the  prob- 
lem of  neutrality  may  throw  some 
light  upon  the  real  nature  of  the  rela- 
tions between  states  and  upon  the 
truth  about  peace  and  war.

"American^  a,re  too  fair  and  sports- 
manlike to  ask  or  expect  us  to  tie  one 
arm  behind  our  backs  when  we  are 
meeting  with  a  powerful  antagonist." 
,la<ttlfle«  American  Action. 
The  Daily  Graphic  in  an  editorial 
this  morning  justifies  the  American 
action  because.  It  says,  there  never 
has  been  a  war  in  which  rhe  neutrals 
and  belligerents  agreed  upon  their  re- 
spective rights,  and  If  the  Americans 
made  no  protest  their  silence  might  be 
construed  as  acquiescence  in  the  Brit- 
ish view,  and  consequently  as  an  un- 
friendly act  toward  Germany. 

"But  the  hardship  to  the  American 
shipper  is  not  so  great  as  he  pretends. 
He  can  dispose  of  all  his  goods  either 
to  Great  Britain  or  her  allies,  or  to 
remote  neutral  countries,  at  quite  good 
prices.  All-  he  loses  Is  the  chance  of 
making  an  exceptional  profit  out  of 
Germany's   military   needs." 

The  Daily  Mail  considers  that  though 
the  question  is  thorny  and  complex.  It 
is  not  Impossible  of  solution  by  two 
businesslike  nations  which  thoroughly 
appreciate  ^ach  other's  difficulties  and 
imve  no  desire  to  add  to  them.

The  newspaper  says  It  considers  that 
one  consideration  which  should  have 
weight  with  the  United  States  Is  that 
the  prize  l*w  Vhich  Great  Britain  Is 
now  enforcing  Is  very  similar  to  the 
American  p4-actlce,  and  also  that  the 
actual  comiiierce  under  dispute  Is  not 
of  great  pp<c«nl»ry  value  to  America, 
while  America  would  greatly  benefit 
from  a  shortening  of  the  war  through 
the  allies'  blockade.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  snvs  the  BHtlsh  government  should 
consider  carefully  the  relative  values 
of  certain  of  Its  regulations  and  or 
American  good  will. 

The  Daily  Chronicle,  premising  that 
some  amount  of  Inconvenience  is  In- 
separable from  the  present  state  of 
world-wide  war,  and  that  It  has  been 
Increased  by  the  novel  niethods  of 
maritime  warfare  Inaugurated  by  Ger- 
many, assumes  that  the  American  gov- 
ernment has  no  intention  of  departing 
from  Its  much  prized  neutrality  so  far 
as  to  infringe  the  belligerent  rights 
of  England  and  her  allies,  and  says: 

"ThI  allies  are  quite  l«'KiV'"«nn*' 
subjecting  Germany  and  Austrla-Hun- 
larv  to  a  species  of  gigantic  siege, 
and  upon  the  efficient  maintenance  of 
that  sieee  their  success  In  the  war 
must  larlely  depend.  If  «n<llvidual 
American  traders  wish  to  defy  it  In 
order  to  profit  by  the  famine  prices 
which  now  rule  in  the  besieged  coun- 
tries for  copper,  for  antimony,  petrol 
and  other  necessaries,  they  can  do  so 
at   their  own   risk." 

Cannot  Akandon  Rlrht. 
The  Chronicle  contends  that  It  la 
virtually  impossible  to  abandon  the 
right  of  detention  for  search  in  har- 
bors instead  of  at  sea,  owing  to  the

It 
argues  that  unless  detention  in  har- 
bors of  ships  for  search  is  conceded, 
the  right  to  search  must  for  all  prac- 
tical purposes  cease.  The  newspaper 
agrees,  however,  that  the  government 
should  do  everything  possible  to  ex- 
pedite  such   search. 

It  goes  on  to  contend  that  some  of 
the  other  American  complaints  have 
little  substance.  It  gives  as  an  in- 
stance the  complaint  concerning  ex- 
ports of  foodstuffs  being  severely  han- 
dled and  points  out  that  American  ex- 
ports of  foodstuffs  in  November,  1914, 
were  fourfold  greater  than  those  of 
November.    1913. 

With  regard  to  the  complaint  about 
copper,  the  newspaper  points  out  that 
while  Scandinavia  can  send  her  small 
supply  of  copper  to  Germany  through 
the  Baltic  and  not  by  way  of  Italy, 
American  exporters  are  compelled  to 
send  theirs  through  Italy.  Here, 
therefore,  it  says,  no  question  of  par- 
tiality Is  involved. 

It  conclusion  the  Chronicle  says  it 
feels  sure  the  British  government  will 
concede  readily  every  point  to  the 
American  government  which  Is  not  In- 
consistent with  its  legitimate  and  suc- 
cessful prosecution    of  the  war.

"It  would  both  amaze  and  delight  a 
housewife  who  does  her  own  baking 
to  see  how  men  are  beginning  to  bake 
for  others,"  says  Allan  L.  Benson  In 
the    Good    Housekeepink    magazine. 

"A  housewife  Is  never  exact  about 
cooking.  She  cannot  be  exact.  She 
iias  not  the  necessary  tools.  To  her, 
'warm'  water  Is  water  about  so  warm, 
and  'hot'  water  Is  water  about  so  hot. 
She  never  measures  degrees  of  heat, 
i  he  'warna'  water  that  she  uses  today 
to  make  bread  may  differ  by  several 
degrees  from  the  'warm'  water  that 
she  used  last  week.  Yet  the  chemistry 
of  good  bread  requires  that  there  shall 
on  no  variation,  that  every  process  in 
Its  making  shall  be  right — today,  to- 
morrow,   and    forever. 

"Men   who  bake  for  millions  observe 
these      requirements      every      hour      of 
every  day  of  every  year.     The  manner 
in    which    soda    biscuit    are    made    will 
both    prove    and    illustrate    this.      The 
flour    Is    weighed    out;    a    certain    num- 
ber  of    pounds,    no   more   and    no   less, 
and   placed   In   a   huge  steel   receptacle. 
"The    temperature    of    the    water    Is 
measured    by    an    Indicator   that   stares 
the    baker  In   the   face.    Then   the   bis- 
cuit dough  Is  mixed  for  a  certain  num- 
ber of  minutes.     The   mixing  done  the 
great    receptacles    are    wheeled    Into    a 
room    to    stand    while   the    dough    rises. 
"But   do   these   men   put   dough   away 
to  rise  as  women  put  it  away  In  their 
homes?      They    do    not.     Women    con- 
tent   themselves    with    looking    for    a 
'warm    place.'      In   summer  almost   any 
place    is    warm    enough    all    night.      In 
winter     perhaps     no     place     Is      warm 
enough.    That  is  why  some  women  can 
make   good   bread   In   summer  and    not 
at  any  other  time.    Their   bread   Is   the 
beneficiary   or  the    victim    of   environ- 
ment, as  the  case  may  be.    But  the  men 
who   make  soda  biscuit  are   not  at   the 
mercy    of    the    seasons.      There    Is    but 
one     season     known     In     the     room    in 
which  they  place  biscuit  dough  to  rise. 
"The    dough,    after    it    has    risen.      Is 
again    placed   In    machines.    These   ma- 
chines.   Incidentally,    are    designed    to 
be,    as    nearly    as     possible,     steel    re- 
productions   of    old    ladies.    This    great 
tribute   modern   scientific   man   pa}-s  to 
woman.      Every    operation,    from    now 
until    baking    time.    Is    designed    to    be 
an    approximation    of    woman's    meth- 
ods.    The  dough  Is  rolled  out,  flour  is 
sprinkled     upon     it,     the     Intermediate 
process    Is    performed    with    the    same 
rigid  exactness,  then  the  flour  is  dusted 
off.     Even  the   cutting  out  of  the  bis- 
cuit   Is    but    the     methods    of    woman 
worked   out  by   a   machine.      It   Is   only 
when    the    biscuit    are    ready    to    Place 
In  the  oven  that  man  lets  go  the  lead- 
ing strings  of  woman,  and  again  starts

DR.  EUOT  SCORES 
CHRISTIAN  DOCTRINE 

Harvard  Man  Says  That  It 

Is  Impotent  in  Face 

of  War. 

I'hlladelphia,  Dec.  30.— "Christianity 
Is  impotent  In  the  face  of  the  present 
International  conflict  in  Europe  be- 
cause It  has  stood  for  generations  al- 
lied with  the  powers  that  are  waging 
the  war;  because  It  has  preached  sub- 
servience and  not  liberty,  and  because 
Its  teachings  are  unethical  and  are 
based  not  on  the  simple  rules  set 
down  by  Christ,  but  upon  fabrications 
of  dogma  and  mysticism  expressed  In 
rites,  sacraments  and  ceremonies,"  de- 
clared Dr.  Charles  W.  Ellot.  president 
emeritus  of  Harvard  \iniversity  In  an 
address  here  last  night. 

Dr.  Ellot  spoke  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Unitarian  churches  of  this  city. 
He  said  that  science  has  placed  the 
world  where  it  is  today  in  the  line  of 
progress,  and  not  Christianity.  Science, 
he  added.  Is  binding  the  wounds  on 
the  battlefield.

ins    on      the     other 
side    of    the    Atlan- 
tic.      With     us    the 
ternv    relates    to 
character  and  worth 
—with    them    It    is 
applied     to        social 
standing   and    Inde- 
pendent  means. 

An  American  gen- 
tleman Is  a  man  of 
superior  qualities — 
an    English   gentle- 
man  is  a    man   of   hiph    birtli   or    much 
money.     The  foreigner  may  or  may  not 
have    the    superior    qualities — that    Is 
secondary. 

'As  gentle  as  a  woman  and  as  manly 
as  a  man,"  seems  the  most  concise 
and  comprehensive  definition  that  has 
been  given.  We  like  gentleness  In 
men  as  well  as  in  women,  but  with  It 
they  must  be  manly,  for  the  effemlnlte 
man   Is  next  to  Intolerable. 

The  late  Bishop  Doane  of  New  York 
enumerated  the  characteristics  as  fol- 
lows: --  gentleman  Is  but  a  gentle 
man  and   no  more,  no  less;  a  diamond 


polished  that  was  a  diamond  in  the 
rough;  a  gentleman  is  modest;  he  is 
courteous  and  slow  to  take  offense;  he 
Is  slow  to  surmise  evil,  as  being  one 
who  never  thinks  It;  he  reflnes  his 
tastes  and  subdues  his  feelings,  and 
finally  a  gentleman  deems  every  oth- 
er   better   than   himself." 

The  title  gentleman  cannot  be  mon- 
opolized by  the  well  mannered  man — 
the  one  who  has  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  social  etiquette — who  knows 
how  to  conduct  himself  In  a  drawing 
room  and  who  knows  Just  what  to 
wear  at  any  hour  of  the  day  to  con- 
form to  the  latest  ruling  of  fashion. 

These  things  are  the  result  of  train- 
ing and  education  and  there  are  good, 
honest,  brave,  and  kind  men  who  know- 
little  of  them,  yet  because  of  their  na- 
tive qualities  of  mind  .And  heart  they 
represent  the  highest  type  of  manhood. 
They  are  men  of  refined  Instincts,  and 
as  they  grow  In  experience  they  may 
add  culture  and  refinement,  but  these 
do  not  Increase  their  genuine  worth  In 
the  slightest  degree. 

§ome  of  the  world's  arch-vlllains 
have  been  called  gentlemen  solely  be- 
cause their  manners  were  corerct  and 
that  they  dressed  according  to  the 
rules  of  society.  The  conventionalities 
and  social  forms  of  manners  and  dress 
are  acquisitions  that  are  pleasing  to 
some  of   us 

sense   of  sight   and   appeal  to  our  love

ENGLAND  AND  AMERICAN 
COMMERCE. 

England    is    not    to    be   blamed    for 

Striving  in  every  possible  way  to  cut 

off  supi)lics  from  her  enemies.     That, 

legitimately   conducted,    is    a    legiti- 
piate  method  of  shortening  the  war. 

Yet  when  England,  in  pursuit  of 
this  object,  paralyzes  the  commerce 
of  a  neutral  country  by  methods  not 
sanctioned  by  the  law  of  nations,  she 
earns  the  rebuke  which  is  contained 
>n  the  suavely  diplomatic  but  em- 
}>hatic  language  of  the  missive  which 
the  administration,  through  the  state 
department,  has  sent  to  her. 

Much  of  the  hardship  of  war  falls 
inevitably  upon  innocent  bystanders, 
but  that  is  no  reason  why  innocent 
bystanders  should  submit  to  needless 
hardships.  And  apparently  that  is 
what  has  been  devolving  upon  this 
country  through  England's  overzeal- 
ous  efforts  to  prevent  the  remotest 
possibility  that  supplies  of  any  kind 
^lay  get  to  Germany  and  Austria. 

On  the  whole,  it  is  probable  that 
H  preponderance  of  American  sym- 
pathy is  with  Great  Britain;  and  that, 
all  things  being  equal,  is  to  be  ex- 
pected. But  if  Great  Britain  thinks 
that  there  is  any  such  warmth  of 
sympathy  in  this  country  as  to  bring 
about  abject  submission  to  whatever 
disturbance  and  destruction  of  our 
commerce  she  chooses  to  inflict,  she 
has  greatly  over-estimated  the  cous- 
inly regard  this  Anglo-Saxon  land 
Jias  for  that  Anglo-Saxon  land.

FOUR  CENTS,  SIX  CENTS,  EIGHT  CENTS. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald:  ^ 

To  put  it  squarely,  is  it  your  belief  that  it  is  best  to  vote    ~  ' 
for   the    initiated    six-cent   ordinance   or   for   the   alternative 
four-cent  ordinance?  WANTS-TO-BE-RIGHT. 

Bless  your  soul,  we  don't  know!  We  wish  sincerely  that  it  was 
so  clear  that  we  could  be  cocksure  and  emphatic  upon  it ;  but  it  isn't. 
It's  a  lot  easier  to  speculate  and  weigh  things  and  try  to  reason  them 
out  than  to  answer  so  flat  a  question  as  that  right  oft  the  reel.  And 
the  onl}'  answer  we  can  give  now  is  that  we  don't  know. 

It  the  four-cent  rate  is  fair — that  is,  if  it  will  allow  the  company 
to  make  a  reasonable  return  on  its  capital  after  paying  expenses,  and 
so  can  be  justified  when  it  is  taken  into  court — then  we  can  expect 
to  make  it  stick  and  should  vote  for  it. 

If  it  isn't  fair,  and  can't  be  made  to  stick,  then  of  course  we 
should  gain  nothing  by  adopting  it,  and  should  have  to  pay  the 
eight-cent  rate  pending  litigation,  and  after  it  too.  In  that  case  it 
would  be  unwise  to  adopt  it,  and  better  to  take  the  certain  six-cent 
rate  and  have  done  with  it. 

Mr.  \'oss,  who  oftered  the  four-cent  ordinance,  has  said  that  the 
rate  is  fair.  He  hasn't  examined  the  company's  books  to  verify  the 
figures  on  which  he  based  that  assertion;  but  that  was  because  he 
and  the  company  couldn't  agree  on  how  it  was  to  be  done.  The 
result  of  that  disagreement  was  rather  to  weaken  the  company's 
stand  on  rates,  but  at  the  same  time  to  develop  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Voss's  figures  were  not  the  result  of  an  analysis  of  the  company's 
affairs. 

And  there  you  arc  I  If  the  four-cent  rate  is  within  reach,  then 
it  will  be  reached  for.  If  it  is  not  within  reach,  the  six-cent  rate  is, 
and  those  who  like  a  certainty  will  vote  for  it.  Those  willing  to  spec- 
ulate, by  the  same  token  will  vote  for  the  four-cent  ordinance  on 
the  chance  that  the  rate  will  stick. 

One  thing  we  ARE  sure  about,  however,  is  that  the  greposterous 
plan  to  raid  the  water  and  gas  funds  for  eighty-five  thousand  dollars 
to  start  a  competing  city  electric  plant  with  is  a  bad  piece  of  business 
and  ought  to  be  stamped  out. 

It  ought  to  be  voted  down  because  it  is  chimerical ;  because  it  is 
unbusinesslike;  because  no  funds  should  be  taken  from  the  water 
and  gas  funds  for  any  outside  purpose  when  so  much  money  is 
needed  in  those  funds  to  retire  bonds,  to  build  reservoirs,  to  parallel 
the  supply  main  from  Lakewood,  etc.;  because  the  West  Duluth 
unit  is  only  the  beginning  of  a  train  of  units  and  expenses  that  leads 
Lord  knows  where;  because  the  city  needs  too  many  other  things 
that  are  vastly  more  important;  because  it  is  the  project  of  a  fanatic 
little  coterie  that  should  not  be  permitted  to  run  the  city  any  longer; 
because  nobody  knows  what  the  completed  plant  will  cost,  where 
the  money  is  to  come  from  or  what  good  it  will  do  when  completed ; 
because  the  city  can't  afford  an  electric  lighting  plant  and  doesn't 
need  an  electric  lighting  plant;  because  if  it  does  want  an  electric 
lighting  plant  the  way  to  get  it  is  to  buy  the  existing  one,  by  con- 
demnation if  necessary;  and  because  it  is  a  senseless,  extravagant, 
visionary,  impractical  and  foolish  schenre.

TAFT  ON  NATIONAL  PROHIBITION. 

The  issue  of  the  Hobson  proposed 
constitutional  amendment  for  na- 
tional prohibition,  which  the  house 
lately  defeated,  is  vastly  more  vital 
and  far-reaching  than  the  issue  of  the 
jcontrol  of  the  liquor  traffic. 

Former     President     Taft,    in     con- 

'demning  this  proposal  in  a  speech  at 

(Boston  Monday  night,  told  the  truth 

>vhen  he  said: 

It  would  revolutionize  the  na- 
tional government.  It  would  put 
on  the  slroulderg  of  the  govern- 
ment the  duty  of  sweeping  the 
doorsteps  of  every  home  in  the 
land,  if  national  prohibition  leg- 
islation is  passed,  local  government 
would  be  destroyed.  And  if  you 
destroy  local  government,  you  de- 
stroy one  of  the  things  which  goes 
to  make  for  a  healthy  condition 
of  the  national  government.  Na- 
tional prohibition  is  not  enforce- 
able. It  is  a  confes.Hion  on  the  part 
of  state  govtrnments  of  Inability  to 
control  and  regulate  their  own 
especial  business  and  duty;  If  the 
matter  was  placed  under  Federal 
control.  It  would  result  in  creat- 
ing a  merger  of  government  powers 
large  enough  to  create  a  pre-sident, 
and  it  would  be  too  great  an  oppor- 
tunity for  persons  seeking  to  per- 
petuate their  power  in  Washing- 
ton. 

Advocates  of  the  Hobson  amend- 
haent  profess  to  be  advocates  of  tem- 
perance; but  in  this  plan  they  were 
guilty  of  offering  the  most  intemperate 
violence  imaginable  against  the  insti- 
tutions of  their  country.  They  were 
proposing  a  method  of  stopping  the 
Itse  of  liquor  by  which  representa- 
tives of  an  actual  minority  of  the  peo- 
ple could  impose  their  will  against 
the  wishes  of  an  actual  majority;  for 
the  amendment  might  easily  get  two- 
thirds  of  the  states,  which  would  have 
made  it  a  part  of  the  Constitution, 
while  losing  a  third  of  the  states  that 
embrace  much  more  than  half  the 
population  of  the  country.  Moreover, 
not    a    single    step    of    the    process 


would  be  subject  to  popular  vote; 
and  it  there  is  any  subject  on  which 
the  people  should  vote  before  any 
step  ii  taken,  it  is  this  subject. 

Opposing  the  Hobson  amendment 
i?  by  no  means  opposing  prohibition. 
Maty  ^n  ardent  advocate  of  prohibi- 
tion by  the  exertion  of  the  police 
power  of  the  states  had  sense  enough 
left  to  oppose  so  outrageous  an  as- 
sault upon  the  stritcture  of  Ameri- 
can government  as  this  Hobson 
amendment. 

Eugene     W.     Chafin,     Prohibition 

candidate    for    president    at    the    last 

election,  illustrated  this  clearly  w'hen 

he  said  on  October  14.  1913: 

Of  all  foolish  and  Impossible 
srhemes  devised  to  destroy  the 
liquor  traflric.  this  Is  certainly  the 
worst.  Our  good  friends  throughout 
the  United  States  who  have  an- 
nounced themselves  In  favor  of 
the  constitutional  amendment 
scheme.  I  venture  to  observe,  have 
not  a  single  one  of  them  had  bo- 
fore  them  the  faots  when  they 
committed  themselves  to  such  a 
policy.

FORGOT  THE  MEN  THEY  VOTED  FOR. 

To  point  the  need  of  the  short  bal- 
lot idea  in  state  government,  the  New 
York  Short  Ballot  association  sent 
out  queries  to  five  thousand  voters 
after  tlie  recent  election  asking  them 
if  they  remembered  the  names  of  the 
candidates  for  minor  state  offices 
they  had  voted  for.  Nearly  eight 
hundred  replies  were  received,  and 
they  showed  that  a  considerable  per- 
centage of  the  voters  had  forgotten. 
Figures  showing  on  each  office  the 
percentage  that  had  forgotten  are  as 
follows:  Lieutenant-governor,  29  per 
cent;  attorney  general,  40  per  cent; 
comptroller,  44.4  per  cent;  secretary 
of  stale.  31  per  cent;  state  treasurer, 
37  per  cent;  state  engineer,  36  per 
cent;  judge  of  the  court  of  appeals, 
j8  per  cent. 

Now  this  is  not  a  very  creditable 
showing;  yet  we  believe  that  the  ac- 
tual facts,  if  they  could  be  discovered, 
would  make  a  far  worse  showing  than 
this.  More  than  four  thousand  of  the 
five  thousand  queried  failed  to  reply 
at  all;  and  it  is  a  fair  presumption 
that  those  who  failed  to  reply  had 
forgotten  a  larger  percentage  than 
those  who  did   reply. 

The    New    York   World,   discussing 
';  these  figures,  suggests  the  possibility 
I  that    some    of    those    who    answered 
i  may   have    refreshed   their   memories 
1  before  answering.     .\s  an  impromptu 
test,   the  World   asked  a  dozen    men 
whom   they  had  favored   for  lieuten- 
ant-governor.    Not  one  could  answer. 
The  point  is  that  the  present  state 
ballot,  not  only  in  New  York  but  in 
I  Minnesota,   is  too   long  for  any   use. 
It    would    be    enough    if    the    voters 
were  called  upon  to  elect  a  governor, 
a    lieutenant-governor,    a    legislature 
and    jiwttces    of    the    supreme    court; 


sponsible  for  the  minor  state  offices 
by  putting  the  appointments  to  them 
into  his  hands. 

A  very  small  proportion  of  the 
voters,  either  in  the  primaries  or  in 
the  general  election,  can  possibly 
know  much  about  what  they  are  do- 
ing when  thej'  vote  on  candidates  for 
minor  offices.  It  were  much  better 
to  fix  the  responsibilitj-  in  the  place 
where  public  attention  always  centers 
— the    governorship. 

The  effect,  though  the  plan  seems 
revolutionary  to  the  conservative 
thinkers,  would  simply  be  to  estab- 
lish in  the  state  government  precise- 
ly the  plan  that  applies  in  the  Fed- 
eral government.  The  people  elect 
a  president,  making  him  responsible 
for  the  executive  departments,  and 
give  him  the  appointment  of  their 
heads. 

There  is  no  more  reason  for  the 
popular  election  of  minor  state  offi- 
cers than  there  would  be  for  the  pop- 
ular election  of  members  of  the  presi- 
dent's cabinet.

The  Home  Library 

Life:  The  domestic,  or  home,  library 
usually  consists  of  a  disorganized  and 
Incoherent  mass  of  cla.^slcs  and  best 
sellers  of  the  day  before  yesterday, 
w^hich  lean  up  against  each  other  as  if 
they  had  been  out  nil  night.  These  are 
stacked  in  a  series  of  shelves,  in  front 
of  which  usually  stands  a  sofa,  on 
guard. 

Sometimes  there  will  be  an  Imposing 
looking  black  walnut  bookcase  with 
leaded  glass  doors — a  holdover  from  a 
previous  generation.  In  this  case  there 
will  repose,  on  the  bottom  of  the  shelf, 
some  volumes  of  Harper's  Magazine. 
Above  these  you  may  eee  the  first  edi- 
tion of  "Innocents  Abroad."  and  an  an- 
cient copy  of  Shakespeare,  expurgated 
for   family   use,    with   steel   engravings. 

But  even  this  kind  of  a  library  is  be- 
coming rarer  all  the  time.  The  spo- 
radic modern  growth  usually  consists 
of  a  set  of  revamped  histories  l*n  twen- 
ty or  so  volumes,  foisted  upon  the  un- 
sophisticated owner  by  some  enter- 
prising book  agent,  each  sot  numbered 
and  de  luxe,  and  not  infrequently  In 
binding  which  Is  dramatically  an- 
nounced to  be  an  actual  copy  of  sets  in 
the  Vatican,  as  if  the  Vatican  did  not 
already  have  enough  sins  to  answer 
for! 

But  how  rare  in  these  days  is  an  In- 
telligent home  library,  one  that  is  be- 
ing properly  exercised  each  day,  with 
the  bloom  of  health  upon  Its  cheeks 
and  real  Inspiration  in  its  eyes.  How 
changed  are  things  nowadays  from  the 
time  when  Wordsworth  exclaimed: 

And  boota  n«  knnw  are  a  siilaiamUl  world. 

Now,  If  anything,  they  have  become 
an  unsubstantial  world,  something  to 
be  tucked  away  In  dark  corners, 
crowded  out  by  phonograph  records 
atad  motor  car  and  moving  picture 
magazines. 

And  yet  there  are,  in  round  numbers, 
said  to  be  about  twenty  thousand  vol- 
umes published  In  English  each  year. 
Where  do   they  go?     Who  reads  them?

Statesmen,  Real  and  Near

Our  grandf^lJiiers  did  not  give  up  $60 
each  for  the  privilege  of  spending  New 
Year's  eve  ta  Crowded  restaurants. 
Neither  did  they.;  at  the  stroke  of  12, 
put  on  caps  of  colored  paper,  ring  cow 
bells  and  throrwi  confetti  at  strangers. 
Yet  we,  who  ri*cule  their  traditions 
and  superstitions,'  can  find,  it  seems,  no 
more  satisfajct'ory  way  in  which  to 
speed  the  olijl  >'*ar  and  welcome  the 
new. 

Perhaps  we  might  profitably  follow 
their  example.  Certainly  their  way  of 
waiting  for  the  New  Year  at  home,  or 
at  the  home  of  their  friends,  with 
games  and  songs  and  domestic  cheer, 
was  less  expensive  than  our  way.  Also 
it  is  a  matter  for  regret  that  the  pleas- 
ant customs  of  paying  New  Year's  calls 
and  of  giving  New  Year's  gifts  have  dis- 
appeared.  All  the  ritual  of  the  day  is 
gone;  even  the  newsboy  brings  only  a 
prosaic  calendar  nowadays.  Instead  of 
the  elaborate  poetic  address  which  in 
years  gone  by  set  forth  his  claims  on 
the  world's  generosity.  And  New 
Years  resolutions  exist  chiefly  In  the 
imagination    of  Jipmorous    writers. 

In  Philadelphia  there  has  been  pre- 
served Up  to  recent  years  the  custom  of 
New  Year's  "mumming."  Boys  and  girls 
— men  and  women  also,  to  some  ex- 
tent— dressed  in  fantastic  clothes  and 
with  their  taces  painted  or  masked, 
could  be  seen  In  the  streets,  ui;  to  re- 
cently, begging  and  playing  practical 
jokes.  They  did  similar  things  in 
eighteenth   century   London. 

In  Scotland  the  ceremony  of  "first- 
footing"  has  almost  entirely  died  out, 
but  in  some  of  the  remoter  parts  of 
that  country  It  Is  pleasantly  remem- 
bered. At  the  approach  of  12  on  New 
Year's  eve  a  "hot  pint"  was  prepared. 
This  was  a  kettle  of  warm  spiced  or 
sweetened  ale,  with  a  liberal  infusion 
of  spirits.  When  the  clock  struck,  every 
member  of  thefanilly  drank  to  the  new 
year.  J 

Then  the  elders  of  the  family  went 
out  into  the  street,  carrying  the  kettle 
of  spiced  ale  and  a  supply  of  buns, 
cakes,  bread  and  cheese.  When  they 
niPt  a  party  of  friends  similarly  en- 
gaged they  stopped  to  exchange  greet- 
ings and  slps'of  ale.  They  went  to  the 
houses  of  their  neighbors,  sent  the  ket- 
tle from  friend  to  friend,  and  spent  the 
hours  before  dawn  In  sociability  and 
good  cheer.  If  they  were  the  first  to 
enter  a  house  after  12  o'clock  they 
were  the  "first  foot"  and  received  es- 
pecial  favor.  . 

In  England  th*'  first  footing  parties 
were  made  irp  r^nerally  by  the  poor 
boys  of  the  vlllagfe  who  carried  a  "was- 
sail bowl"  decorated  with  ribbons  and 
received  in  return  for  their  proffered 
drinks  and  good  wishes,  cakes  and 
cups  of  ale.  But  In  Scotland  as  re- 
cently as  100  years  ago  first  foot- 
ing was  a  democratic  social  institu- 
tion, in  whltit  few  wetfe  too  preud  to 
share.  The  pf-Uicipdi  streets  of  £ldin- 
burgh,  it  t^  saVd,  yf9r«  more  crowded 
between  12  and  1  on  New  Year's  day 
morning    than    at    noon      on      business

A.  *hiftile  cereftiony,  not  yetrobsolete, 
eoBslsted  in  unbarring  the  front  door 
as  the  clock  struck  12  to  let  the  old 
year  out  and  the  new  year  in.  In  the 
island  of  Guernsey  the  children  pa- 
raded the  streets  car^-ylng  the  effigy 
of  a  man,  en^blernatlc  of  the  dying 
year.  This  they  burled  at  midnight 
on  the  seashore,  with  elaborate  ritual. 
At  Burghhead  In  Morayshire  they  kept 
New  Year's  eve  ""ftV  '  "burning  the 
clavle."  They  made  huge  piles  of  her- 
ring barrels  and  set  fire  to  them  with 
peat.  The  burning  embers  they  carried 
home  to  the^j;  houses  as  a  protection 
against  whatever  evils  the  year  might 
bring. 

Of  the  customs  of  more  recent  times 
it  is  stiirely  a  pity  that  the  New  Year's 
poems  of  the  newsboys — the  "Carriers' 
Address"  it  was  called — has  disap- 
peared. All  these  documents  were  In- 
teresting, and  some  of  them  were  not 
lacking  In  shrewd  humor.  Calendars 
are  pnor  substitutes  for  them. 

Perhaps  tl)^,ey  will  come  back.  Per- 
haps, too.  the  absurdity  of  leaving 
home  on  this  of  all  nights  of  the  year 
will  be  evident  some  time  to  those  of 
us  who  have  homes.  And  perhaps  New 
Year's  will  be  once  again  something 
more  than  a  dreary  period.  In  which 
one  has  a  headache  and  receives  bills.

A  TRIBE  OF  MERRY  PIGMIES. 
London  Chronicle:  The  merriest 
men  in  the  world  seem  to  be 
the  pigmies  who  live  and  laugh 
In  the  "Forest  of  Eternal  Twlight,;' 
where  they  were  discovered  by  Dr.  W . 
B  Gyle;  the  Explorer.  Describing  these 
pigmies.  Dr.  Coyle  «»»«  ''they  !^«re  the 
joUlest  people  in  the  world.  They 
laughed  louder  and  more  oftf"  than 
any  person  I  have  so  far  met—It  was  a 
very  pleasant  experience  In  this  striv- 
ing age  to  mix  with  people  who 
laughed  more  than   they  'gowned 

"Next  to  the  pigmies,  the  jolllest 
race  I  believe.  Is  that  of  the  Shans. 
Some  of  these  little  People  are  to  be  , 
found  m  the  northern  Part  of  Slam,  and  , 
I  am  preparing  an  expedition  to  go 
among  and  stucfy  them.  They  have  suc- 
ceed in  resisting  the  influence  of  the 
Chinese.  Siamese  and  Burmese— by 
whom  their  territory  le  sur rounded— 
and  they  have  preserved  their  own  Ian- 
guage  and  a  great  many  of  the  cus- 
toms peculiar  to  Ihelr  race.  .,^,^. 
While  exploring  in  Central  Afrlci^ 
Dr.  Gyle  encountered  cannibals,  and  he 
was  impressed  with  their  honorable 
Conduct.  "I  have  never  known  one  of 
these  primitive  people  go  back  on  his 
treaty."  he  declared. 

He  found  a  great  desire  among  the 
Mohammedans  to  learn  English  and 
to  educate  themselves  generally  ac- 
cording to  Western  models.  There 
was  a  dearth  of  young  men  in  Naz- 
areth, they  were  migrating  westward 
In   search  of  fortune. 

"Many  of  them,"  he  said,  "are  going 
to  America,  where  they  obtain  situa- 
tions as  clerks  in  houses  dealing  with 
produce  from  their  native  land.  Some 
of  them  have  done  very  well,  and  at 
Bethlehem  I  observe  quite  a  number  of 
excellent  new  houses  which  I  learned 
had  been  erected  by  successful  emi- 
grants  for   their   parents."  ,  ^    „ 

On  the  borders  of  the  Sea  of  Gall- 
lee  Dr  Gyle  was  surprised  to  see  a 
derrick  and  still  further  surprised  to 
discover  a  Californlan  In  charge,  who 
exDlained.  "We  are  after  oil:  we 
thavtt  already  gone  down  400  feet  and 


there  is   no   9ue6tlon   that  we  are   go- 
ing to  get  oil." 

A  GIANT  AMONG  COINS. 
The  American  Boy:  A  Swedish  coin 
weighing  thirty-one  pounds — one  of 
the  largest  ever  struck — was  recently 
brought  to  America  and  is  now  on  ex- 
hibition in  the  rooms  of  the  American 
Numismatic  society  in  New  York  city. 
This  huge  coin  is  of  copper  and  is 
nearly  two  feet  across.  When  coin*-d 
in  1669  it  had  a  value  of  eight  Swedish 
dalers — $6.20  In  our  money.  As  a  curio 
It  Is  now  worth  a  hundred  times  that 

much.  .      ._    ^^  m 

This  coin  has  lain  at  the  bottom  or 
the  harbor  of  Riga.  Russia,  for  nearly 
two  and  a  half  centuries.  It  fell  over- 
board shortly  after  leaving  the  mint 
and  was  not  reclaimed  until  ten  yeara 
ago,  when  a  dredge  brought  It  to  the 
surf  fi.o6 

In  general  appearance  the  coin  Is  a 
rectangular  ingot  with  a  large  sUmp 
at  each  corner  to  prevent  clipping. 
Each  stamp  carries  the  date.  165»,  and 
the  Swedish  crown.  Around  the  edif© 
is  the  Inscription  of  the  reigning  klng^, 
Carolus  Gustavus'X.  A  stamp  in  the 
center  states  the-  face  value  of  the 
coin  at  eight  dalers. 

Before  the  deveFopment  of  commerce 
and  the  discovery  of  electricity  there 
was  little  use  for  copper,  so  the  Swed- 
ish government  stamped  these  huge 
coins  of  that  metal.  Thus  they  hoped 
to  find  an  outlet  for  the  products  of  the 
Swedish  copper  mines  without  causing 
the  metal  to  fall  In  value. 

This  "plate  money,"  as  it  was  called, 
was  turned  out  by   the  Swedish   mints 
for  over  a  century.     In  17W  the  Swed- 
ish    government     melted     a     hundred 
bronze    cannon    and    made    them    into 
plate  money  dalers.   88,000  coins  being 
j  made    from    the    metal      thus    securod. 
!  Plate    money    Is    becoming    rare.      One 
1  daler    and    half-daler    plate    pieces   are 
seen    in    Europe    occasionally,    but    the 
I  larger   pieces   are   to   be   found   only   In 
museums.

The  point  championship  was  won  by 
the  New  York  A.  C.  23;  Irish-Ameri- 
can A  C,  second:  Dartmouth  and 
Bronx  church  house  tied  for  third 
place,  with  8  points  each;  Georgetpw;n, 
Illinois  A.  C.  and  Long  Island  A.  C., 
t  ed  for  fifth  place  with  6  points  each. 


Chicago,  Dec.  SO. — College  athletics 
received  a  thorough  overhauling  here 
yesterday  at  the  ninth  annual  con- 
vention of  the  National  Collegiate  Ath- 
letic association.  Football  was  given 
particular  attention.  Some  of  the 
speakers  dwelt  on  the  objectionable 
features  of  the  game  and  criticized 
commercialism  as  manifested  in  col- 
lege sports  while  others,  among  them 
being  Percy  D.  Haughton,  head  foot- 
ball coach  at  Harvard  lauded  the  grid- 
iron as  a  valuable  school  for  training 
the  head  as  well  as  the  muscles. 

Minor  changes  in  football  rules  made 
last  year  were  included  in  the  report 
of  the  football  committee  presented 
by  Dr.  H.  L.  Williams  of  Minnesota, 
but  no  suggestion  of  material  change 
in  the  rules  next  year  was  made  and 
the  general  belief  of  the  many  col- 
lege men  present  was  that  no  impor- 
tant changes  would  be  made  when  the 
college  football  rules  committee  meets 
next  February.  ^     .^ 

Greeting  from  the  Pacific  coast  wa» 
sent  by  Prof.  Frank  Angell  of  Leland 
Stanford  Junior  university  and  dis- 
trict reports  from  the  various  parts  of 
the  country  were  read  to  the  dele- 
gates. .  . 
The  report  of  the  committee  on  foot-

^ne  Herald.) — Only  a  small  unit  of  a 
hypochlorite  plant  to  serve  temporary 
needs  at  the  Scranton  mine  water  sup- 
ply win  be  installed,  declared  W.  J. 
Ourran,  chairman  of  the  water  and 
light  board,  at  Its  meeting  last  night. 
This  plant  will  only  be  in  service  un- 
til the  wells  at  Alice  are  completed, 
which  it  is  expected  will  be  next  sum- 
mer some  time.  The  hypochorit©  plant 
was  recommended  by  the  state  health 
department  following  a  test  of  all  the 
water  supplies  at  Hibbing.  The  water 
at  the  Penobscot  mine  is  declared  pur© 
and  of  good  quality.

Water  consumers  In  the  village  who 
let  their  pipes  freeze  will  have  to  pay 
the  village  the  exact  cost  of  service 
and  electricity  to  have  the  pipes 
thawed  out.  It  takes  from  fifteen  min- 
utes to  an  hour  and  one-half  to  get 
the  pipes  thawed  out  and  utilizes  about

"I  maintain  that  the  pending  resolu- 
tion is  In  line  with  the  historic  repu- 
tation of  this  nation  as  the  greatest 
advocate  of  peace.  It  Is  not  in  line 
with  that*  reputation  to  supply  the 
Instruments  of  war  to  European  na- 
tions. Are  we  to  take  the  position  of 
the  arch-hypocrite  among  the  na- 
tions? Are  we  to  go  upon  our  knees 
and  pray  for  peace,  and  at  the  same 
time  supply  the  death-dealing  instru- 
ments to  Europe?  Are  we  to  plead 
wltH  God  for  peace  with  blood  money 
in  our  pockets?  We  are  now  in  the 
position  of  sending  dollars  for  Bel- 
glum  and  duni-dums  for  Germany." 
"Germany   Cannot   B«   Beaten." 

Representative    Vollmer    declared: 

"Germany  cannot  be  beaten  In  this 
war.  Her  people  are  united  and  de- 
termined to  fight  to  the  last  drop  of 
blood.  If  this  war  continues  it  will 
go  "on  and  on  until  all  the  world  is 
dragged  down  to  bankruptcy. 

"There  is  only  one  nation  whose 
lines  of  national  Interest  are  hopelessly 
opposed  to  ours.  I  do  not  hesitate  to 
predict  that  Japan  proposes  to  hold,  not 
only  Klao  Chow,  but  the  Islands  of  the 
Pacific  which  she  has  seized.  Some  day 
this  issue  must  be  tried  out  In  the 
Pacific,  and  it  may  be  to  the  interest 
of  this  country  to  have  a  powerful 
friend  at  her  side." 

"Do  you  think  the  German  govern- 
ment expects  us  seriously  to  pass  such 
a  resolution  as  this?"  asked  Chairman 
Flood. 

Germama    Are    IMMpIeaited. 

"I  believe,  and  persons  who  have 
been  in  Germany  say,"  replied  V.jll- 
mer,  "that  the  Germans  look  with 
grave  displeasure  on  shipments  of  artfts 
to   the   allies." 

Representative  Bartholdt  told  the 
committee  that  by  "dollar  neutrality" 
the  United  States  was  alienating  the 
friendship  of  (.lermany  and  Austria. 

"The  alliance  of  Great  Britian  with 
.Tapan  Is  not  a  good  omen  for  our  fu- 
ture In  the  Pacific.  We  are  now  sell- 
ing our  neutrality  for  British  gold," 
said    he. 

"Is  It  your  contention  that  while 
technically  neutral,  we  are  really  one 
of  the  allies,  supplying  the  bullets 
for  the  others?"  asked  Representative 
Cooper.

This  made  it 
impossible  to  shoot.  The  fighting  con- 
sequently has  been  with  the  butt  end 
of  muskets  and  even  with  fiats."

A  heavy  Italian 
demand  is  being  met  with,  both  here 
and  at  Minneapolis,  and  all-rail  ship- 
ments to  the  seaboard  for  export  have 
been  going  forward  of  late.  The  line 
elevators  over  the  "West  have  been 
scouring  the  country  for  supplies,  which 
by  all  accounts  are  estimated  to  fall 
far    short    of      covering    requirements.

has  been  made  that  this  insect  might 
convey  pathogenic  bacteria  to  man  The 
ant  is  commonly  found  In  and  around 
the  dwellings  of  people  residing  In 
y?®  .foP't"*-  It  is,  indeed,  a  matter  of 
difficulty  to  keep  this  Insect  from 
foodstuffs  In  such  houses  and  It  Is 
equally  difficult  to  keep  the  ant  away 
from  human  dejecta  when  these  are  not 
properly  disposed  of.  So  that  It  can- 
not be  doubted  that  the  ant  has  the 
opportunity  of  carrying  from  Infected 
excretla  the  specific  organisms  of  dis- 
ease to  the  food  stored  in  human 
dwellings.     •     •     ♦ 

Little  or  no  experimental  work,  how- 
ever, had  been  done  to  obtain  proof 
that  ants  were  capable  of  transmitting 
diseases  to  man,  but  in  1912  Dr.  L.  B. 
Bates,  bacteriologist  to  Ancon  hospital 
in  the  Panama  canal  zone,  undertook  * 
series  of  experiments  with  the  view  of 
putting:  to  the  test  whether  or  not  the 
ant  acted  as  a  transmitting  agent  of 
such  infections  as  enteric  fever  and 
bacillary  dysentery.  •  e  e  jjjg  |,j. 
vestlgatlons  were  carried  out  with  the 
large  yellow  ants  w^ch  are  found  In 
and  around  the  houses  In  the  canal 
zone.  He  fed  a  number  of  these  In- 
sects on  bread  soaked  with  cultures  of 
bacillus  typhosus  for  five  days,  killing 
and  examining  some  of  them  at  cer- 
tain Intervals,  but  in  no  Instance  was 
he  able  to  recover  the  typhoid  bacillus 
from  the  intestines  of  the  ants.  The 
experiment  was  carefully  repeated 
with  like  negative  results.  He  then 
tried  to  determine  If  the  ant  could 
carry  the  specific  organisms  on  its 
legs  or  body  In  a  purely  mechanical 
way  to  human  food. 

To  this  end  a  number  of  the  insects 
were  dropped  into  a  broth  culture  of 
the  typhoid  bacillus  and  allowed  after- 
ward to  crawl  out  and  walk  over  dishes 
In  such  a  way  thai  their  footprints 
could  be  "cultivated"  for  bacteria.  The 
typhoid  bacillus  was  easily  found  in 
eveiT  instance.  This  experiment  was 
repeated  several  times,  and  in  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  positive  results  were 
obtained.

Rural   Instructors   Forbid 
den  to  Lengthen  Week- 
•    End  Holiday. 

The  practice,  common  with  a  few 
teachers  In  the  rural  schools  to  close 
the  week  Friday  noon  and  begin  the 
following  Monday  session  at  any  hour 
I  most  convenient  to  the  teacher,  has 
I  been  ordered  stopped.  L.  A.  Ink  of 
the  county  superintendent's  staJT,  who 
has  had  the  matter  under  investiga- 
tion,   says: 

"Investigation  has  confirmed  several 
reports  concerning  the  dismissal  of 
schotil  at  noon  on  Friday  and  the  re- 
sumption of  school  at  various  hours  on 
Monday.  We  have  learned  that  several  1 
teachers  make  this  a  practice  because 
in  so  doing  they  may  reach  their  homes 
on  Friday  and  need  not  leave  their 
homes  before  Monday  morning.  The 
teachers  of  the  unorganized  school  dis- 
trict have  not  been  granted  any  privi- 
lege to  close  and  open  school  at  their 
pleasure. 

"The  schools  must  be  opened  at  9:00 
a.  m.,  and  kept  in  session  for  six  hours, 
inclusive  of  two  flfte'^n-minute  r<«ce.ss 
periods,  during  each  school  day.  Dur- 
ing the  short  days  in  the  months  of 
Decembei-.  .Tanuary  and  February,  it 
is  considered  well  to  observe  a  thirty- 
minute  noon  period  thus  permitting 
the    dismissal   of   school    at    3:30    p.    m."

We  I 
must  have  the  help  of  all  teachers  to 
accomplish  this;  therefore,  we  wish 
that  every  teacher  would  make  an  es- 
pecial effort  to  Interest  and  encouriwge 
each  pupil  to  do  his  very  best  on 
each  piece  of  work,  in  hope  that  it 
may  be  good  enough  to  send  to  the 
county  fair.  We  do  not  want  teachers 
to  spend  a  great  deal  of  extra  flme  in 
preparing  the  work  for  this  exhibit. 
In  most  cases.  It  should  be  representa- 
tive of  the  work  done  by  the  pupils  In 
their  regular  classes.  Whenever  the 
teacher  receives  some  work  which  she 
thinks  is  above  the  average,  she  should 
lay  It  aside.

REPRISALS  TALKED 
OF  AT  WASHINGTON 

President    Is  Believed    to 

Expect    England    Will 

Yield  to  Demand. 

Washington,  Dec.  30. — Administra- 
tion officials  and  all  official  and 
diplomatic  Washington  were  deeply  In- 
terested today  in  reading  I.,ondon's 
views  of  the  American  note,  but  there 
were  no  actual  devlopments  in  the  sit- 
uation. 

In  some  quarters  there  was  talk  of 
possible  reprisals  by  the  United  States 
in  case  the  British  fleet  did  not  ac- 
cord better  treatment  to  American  car- 
goes. One  idea  advanced  in  congres- 
sional circles,  and  discussed  in  execu- 
tive quarters  to  some  extent,,  was  the 
possible  enforcement  of  an  embargo 
against  shipment  to  the  allies  of  prod- 
ucts which  the  United  States  consid- 
ered legitimate  articles  of  trade,  but 
which  the  British  fleet  prevented  from 
reaching  tJermany  and  Austria. 

In  circles  close  to  the  White  House, 
however,  the  belief  was  confidently  ex- 
pressed that  none  of  these  measures 
would  be  necessary,  as  Great  Britain, 
understanding  the  seriousness  of  the 
situation  to  American  industries,  would 
take  steps  to  ameliorate  the  conditions 
aifninst  which  this  government  had 
protested.

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PEACE  REVOLTS  IN 
HWteftBY  BEPOBTEP 

London     Chronicle     Gets 

Stories  From  Its  Swiss 

Correspondent. 

London,  Dec. 'SI. — The  Dally  Chron- 
icle's Basel,  Switzerland,  correspondent 
forwards  dispatches  received  from 
various  parts  of  Austria-Hungary  pur- 
porting to  show  that  rioting  against 
the  war  la  occurring  In  six  provinces 
of  the  dual  monarchy.  In  the  dis- 
patches It  is  alleged  that  peace  mani- 
festations held  In  Vienna  were  sup- 
pressed by  the  police,  who  charged 
the  crowd,  wounding  many  people  and 
arresting  a  large  number  of  the  dem- 
onstrators. , 

Even  more  emphatic  disturbances 
are  of  daily  occurrence  in  Budapest, 
according  to  the  dispatches,  and  sim- 
ilar reports  have  been  received  from 
Prague,  Transylvania,  Agram  and  Dal- 
'  matian  coast  towns. 

The  dispatches  say  there  was  a  panic 
In  Sarajevo,  capital  of  Bosnia,  over 
the  advance  of  the  Servians,  and  that 
100  arrests  have  taken  place  there  In 
connection  with  a  revolutionary  plot.

London.  Dec.  31. — A  Lloyd's  dispatch 
from  Fayal.

The  dispatches  say  there  was  a  panic 
In  Sarajevo,  capital  of  Bosnia,  over 
the  advance,  of  the  Servians,  and  that 
100  arrests  have  taken  place  there  in 
connection  with  a  revolutionary  plot.

Duluth    Dealers   Met  With 
Heavy  Demand  for  All 
;         Produce. 


Egg  Prices  Soaring  Through 

Scarcity,  Owing  to  Cold 

Weather. 


An  exceptionally  satisfactory  New 
Years  trade  was  reported  by  Duluth 
produce  dealers.  While  purchase*  by 
consumers  were  naturally  not  as  heavy 
as  during  the  Christmas  season,  they 
bulked  up  fully  equal  to  the  tally  of 
oth*^   years. 

The  call  for  poultry  was  good,  ac- 
cording: to  the  Bridgeman-Ruasell  com- 
pany and  the  Victor  Produce  company. 
Receipts  of  turkeys  for  the  holiday 
trade  were  liberal,  but  the  demand 
was  sufficient  to  clean  the  market  up 
fairly  well.  Hens  and  springs  were 
scarce,  and  just  as  durinsr  Christmas 
week,  dealers  experienced  difficulty 
In  filling:  orders.  Supplies  of  ducks 
and  geese  wer  also  exxhausted.  Quota- 
tions are  unchanged  all  through  the 
poultry  list   today. 

FrcMh  Kkkh  Scarce. 

Quotations  in  fresh  eggs  are  climb- 
ing, with  their  figure  now  standing 
ait  89  cents  a  dozen.  Storage  eggs, 
however,  unchanged  at  24 #26  cents 
a  dozen.  The  scarcity  of  eggs  is  due 
largely  to  the  extreme  cold  weather 
prevailing  during  the  last  few  weeks, 
and  unless  the  temperature  moderates 
materially  almost  famine  prices  are 
regarded  as  likely  to  materialize  In 
that  market.  The  high  cost  of  fancy 
fresh  eggs  has  led  to  a  better  demand 
tor  the  storage  article  of  late;  In 
these  supplies  are  ample,  and  dealers 
are  said  to  be  anxious  to  reduce  them. 
BHtter    Market    Vnclianged. 

Xo  price  changes  in  butter  have 
come  about.  Creamery  is  quoted  at 
from  33  to  35  cents  a  pound  In  tubs, 
prints  and  jars,  and  dairy  is  offering 
at  3S  cents  a  pound.  The  Eastern  but- 
ter market  is  strong,  and  the  trade 
regards  an  advance  as  quite  probable 
In  the  near  future.  Duluth  dealers 
are  in  receipt  of  good  demand  and 
they  are  still  making  butter  shipments 
to    the    Eastern    markets. 

A  strong  call  for  fruit*  and 
vegetables  during  the  holiday  week 
was  advised  by  the  trade.  Apples  and 
oranges  were  reported  to  be  features 
by  the  Fitzsimmons-Palmer  company 
and  the  Stacy-Merrill  Fruit  company. 
AH  varieties  of  apples  are  yet  avail- 
able, and  they  are  still  selling  on  a 
cheap  basis.  Oranges  are  exception- 
ally plentiful,  and  their  quotations  are 
regarded  as  now  scraping  along  the 
bottom.  Orapefruit  prices  are  slightly 
tip,  due  to  irghter  receipts.  An  advance 
In  the  cranberry  market  is  expected 
next  month. 

Oreen  vegetables  from  California 
are  dearer,  owing  to  the  cold  weather 
having  affected  shipments  and  inter- 
fered   with   their   haii<lllng. 

Minnesota  potatoes  are  atiU  cheap  at 
48  cents  a  bushel.  Cabbage  remains 
at  11.26  per  cwt..  but  an  advance  is 
expected    at    any    time.

Young  men  of  the  city,  100  strong, 
gathered  at  the  Hotel  Holland  last 
night  at  a  "dollar  dinner"  and  formed 
an  organized  movement  to  oppose  the 
municipal  electric  lighting  plant.  The 
new  organization  will  be  known  as  the 
Young  Men's  Referendum  club  and 
branches  will  be  formed  in  various 
parts  of  the  city.  A  big  mass  meeting 
will  be  held  some  time  in  January 
when  the  whole  question  of  city  lighto 
ing  will  be  thoroughly  discussed. 
Piirpeiie«  of  the  Club. 

The  purpose  of  the  club  was  e.x- 
pressed  In  a  set  of  resolutions  which 
were  passed  by  those  present.  Oppo- 
sition to  the  city's  plan  to  build  a  mu- 
nicipal electric  lighting  unit  was  ex- 
pressed in  strong  terms  and  the  res- 
olutions declared  that  the  financial 
conditions  throughout  the  country 
made  this  a  time  for  economizing  and 
"no  time  for  squandering  the  money 
of  the  taxpayers  in  a  senseless  dupli- 
cation of  the  existing  electric  lighting 
plant." 

An  active  fight  against  the  "unit 
plant  ordinance"  was  organized,  and 
the  meeting  last  night  is  Intended  to 
be  but  the  beginning  of  the  campaign 
against  the  city  plan. 

Plan  Big  Mmmm  iMeetlng. 

The  big  mass  meeting  will  probably 
be  held  a  short  time  before  the  special 
election  to  be  held  Jan.  19.  Speakers 
declared  the  Municipal  Ownership 
league  as  being  an  unbu.slnessllke  or- 
ganization. Nell  Beaton  said  that  the 
present  situation  gave  the  city  a  re- 
markable opportunity  to  show  its  civic 
honesty  and  mark  itself  as  a  commun- 
ity whicli  does  not  indulge  in  persecu- 
tion  and   unfair   business    methods. 

N.  Nisson  said  that  he  had  studied 
the  matter  considerably  and  that  he 
believed  the  unit  plant  ordinance  un- 
fair and  the  6-cent  ordinance  an  en- 
tirely fair  proposition. 

Ray  M.  Hughes  discussed  at  consid- 
erable length  the  history  of  the  pres- 
ent lighting  controversy  and  presented 
figures  to  show  that  the  unit  plant 
ordinance  was  Impracticable.  Mr. 
Hughes  referred  to  many  different 
phases  of  the  question  and  their  re- 
lation to  the  times  and  conditions  now 
existing   in  Duluth. 

Water  and  L.ight  Department. 

That  tiie  city  water  and  iiglit  depart- 
ment is  extravagant  was  the  gist  of 
the  argunrent  presented  by  C.  B.  Hood. 
He  Introduced  quite  an  array  of  flg- 
urea,  and  accused  the  department  of 
being  Incompetent. 

George  M.  .lensen  said  he  was  op- 
j>osed  to  "foolish  unbusinesslike  meth- 
ods evidenced  by  the  municlpaJ  unit 
plant  ordinance." 

"I  believe  the  tapping  of  the  water 
and  light  department  funds  for  other 
purposes  is  an  injustice  to  the  water 
and    light    consumers."    he   said. 

(.'haries  McDonald  spoke  enthusias- 
tically on  organization,  and  said  that  a 
great  deal  could  be  accomplished  for 
the  good  of  the  city  by  crystalizing 
ftentiment  and  forming  organizations 
throughout  the  city  to  co-operate  with 
a  conjmon  purpose. 

Club    to    Start    Fight. 

S.  W.  Hill  of  the  West  end  acted  as 
toa-stmaster.  Mr.  Hill  said  that  the 
meeting  last  night  was  but  the  begin- 
ning of  the  movement  for  organization 
against  the  municipal  plant  unit. 
Krunch  organizations  throughout  the 
city  will  be  formed,  he  said,  and  they 
will  all  work  together.  He  was  heart- 
ily In  favor  of  holding  a  mass  meet- 
ing in  January,  shortly  before  the  spe- 
cial election.  He  urged  the  new  club 
to  work  diligently  to  lustruct  and 
arouse  Interest  among  the  people  of 
l»uluth  on  the  lighting  proposition. 

The  opinion  of  those  present  was 
that  each  member  of  the  club  should 
act  as  u  committee  of  one  in  securing 
new  members  for  the  organization, 
and  do  everything  possible  to  enlight- 
en the  voters  on  the  problems  coming 
up  at  the  special  election. 

Club   I«   Orgnnined. 

After  the  addresses  had  been  finished, 
the  men  present  organized  themselves 
Into  the  Young  Men's  Referendum  club, 
and  adopted  the  following  set  of  res- 
olutions presented    by   F.  1'.   Elston: 

"Whereas,  a  more  unfavorable  time 
for  indulging  in  the  folly  of  building 
a  competing  electric  light  plant  and 
turning  it  over  to  the  Incompetent 
management  of  the  city's  water  and 
light  department  could  not  be  found;

"Whereas,  the  financial  conditions 
existing  throughout  the  country  and 
world  make  this  a  time  for  economiz- 
ing our  money  and  resources  and  sav- 
ing and  no  time  for  squandering  the 
monev  of  the  taxpayers  in  a  senseless 
duplication     of    the      existing      electric 

light  plant.  ..  ,      J    «.u.    * 

"Xow.  therefore,  be  It  resolved.  That 
the  members  of  this  meeting  condemn 
In  strongest  term.^  possible  the  at- 
tempt of  the  city  council  to  squander 
the  people's  money  In  the  experiment 
of  building  a   part   of  an  electric   light 

^  "Be  It  further  resolved.  That  the 
members  of  this  meeting  organize 
themselves  into  a  club  to  be  known  as 
'Young  Mens  Referendum  club,  and 
use  everv  effort  possible  to  defeat  the 
unit  plant  ordinance  at  the  election 
to  be  held  on  Jan.   19." 

The  resolutions  were  passed  unani- 
mously. 

VAN  HISE  HEAD  OF 

UTILITIES  BUREAU. 

Philadelphia,  Dec.  31.— The  Utilities 
bureau,  through  which  it  Is  proposed 
that  municipalities  throughout  the 
country  mav  co-operate  in  exchanging 
data  concerning  rates,  service  stand- 
ards and  cost  factors  in  public  utilities, 
was  permanently  organized  here  yes- 
terday. Charles  R.  Van  Hise,  president 
of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  was 
elected  president,  and  Morris  L.  Cook, 
director  of  the  department  of  public 
works  of  Philadelphia,  was  made  ac- 
ting director  of  the  bureau.  Other  of- 
ficers chosen  Include  Clyde  L.  King, 
Unlversltv  of  Pennsylvania,  secretary, 
and  S.  S."  Fels.  a  Philadelphia  manu- 
facturer, tr*»a8urer. 

Members  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
who  were  appointed  at  the  conference 
of  American  mayors  held  here  recently, 
include  scientists  from  all  sections  of 
the  country,  a  manufacturer,  and  edu- 
cator and  a  lawyer.  The  organization 
is  to  be  financed  by  private  sub- 
scription. 

THROWTaWAY  $800 
WORTH  OF  MILK  DAILY. 

Aurora,  111..  Dec.  31. — Four  thousand 
gallons  of  milk  valued  at  $800  Is  be- 
ing thrown  away  each  day  by  twen- 
ty-two dairymen  near  St.  Charles  be- 
cause of  the  foot  and  rnouth  disease. 
The  milk  formerly  was  sent  to  the 
Chicago  market.  It  cannot  be  given 
to  the  poor  or  fed  to  calves  for  fear 
.«itock  or  huiii.ins  might  contract  the 
disease.  A  petition  has  been  signed 
asking  that  the  state  pay  the  farmers 
for  the   milk   destroyed. 


Buffalo,  N.  T.,  Dec.  31. — A  coroner's 
jury  at  Fort  Erie,  Ont..  impaneled  to 
Investigate  the  death  of  Walter  Smith, 
the  Buffalo  man  shot  by  Canadian  sol- 
diers on  Monday,  returned  Its  verdict 
last  evening  after  hearing  the  testi- 
mony of  the  soldiers,  Thomas  Delahey, 
a  provincial  police  officer,  and  several 
eye  witnesses.    The  verdict  was: 

"We  find  that  the  deceased,  Walter 
Smith,  met  his  death  on  Monday  fore- 
noon, Dec.  28,  while  evading  arrest  for 
unlawfully  shooting  ducks  out  of  sea- 
son in  Canadian  waters  by  a  volley  de- 
livered accidentally  from  the  rifles  of 
three  militiamen  who  were  called  upon 
by  Provincial  Officer  Thomas  Delaney 
to  assist  him." 

Officer  Heayonsible. 

Officer  Delaney,  who  occupied  the 
stand  for  more  than  an  hour,  took  the 
responsibility  for  the  whole  affair.  He 
called  upon  the  soldiers  to  help  make 
the  arrests,  he  said,  under  the  law  that 
permits  an  officer  of  the  law  to  call 
upon  any  citizen  for  help  in  an  emer- 
gency, and  ordered  the  firing. 

J.  B.  Curtis,  United  States  vice  con- 
sul, questioned  the  officer's  authority 
to  call  upon  the  soldiers,  but  he  was 
assured  by  the  crown  attorney  that 
Delaney  had  such  authority. 

Officer  Delaney  testified  that  he  had 
watched  Smith  and  Dorsch,  who  was 
wounded  at  the  time  Smith  was  killed, 
shooting  ducks  from  Canadian  waters. 
He  called  to  them  to  come  ashore,  that 
they  were  under  arrest.  They  refused 
and  he  telephoned  for  the  soldiers. 
Cautioned    Soldlem. 

"'I  want  to  arrest  those  two  fellow.^s," 
Delaney  testified  he  told  the  soldiers. 
'Throw  a  scare  Into  them,  but  don't  hit 
them.'  " 

When  the  bullets  from  the  first  aj»d 
second  volleys  splashed  near  the  boat, 
l^elaney  said  he  again  cautioned  the 
soldiers    not    to    shoot   too    close. 

The  third  and  fatal  volley.  Delaney 
said,  was  fired  after  the  hunters  had 
headed  toward  the  American  shore.  He 
had  told  the  soldiers  to  let  them  go 
when  one  of  them  said,  "Let's  give 
them  another  scare"  and  he  consented. 
Delaney  said  he  saw  the  men  drop  In 
the  bottom  of  the  boat,  but  did  not 
realize  they  had  been  hit.  He  thought 
thipy  had  crouched  down  to  avoid  the 
bullets. 

Archibald  Kayo,  a  corporal,  and  Ed- 
mund Mcintosh  and  Leslie  Kinsman, 
privates,  swore  postively  that  they  had 
tried  to  avoid  shooting  Smith  and  his 
companion.

GOVERNMENT  YARD 
JQ  BUILD  WAR  CRAFT. 

"Wasliingtf  n,  Dec.  31. — Comptroller  of 
the  Currency  Williams  last  night  no- 
tified national  banks  that  the  Federal 
reserve  board  had  drawn  a  regulatl.m 
interpreting  the  provision  in  the  act 
governing  1<  ans  by  tliem  on  real  es- 
tate.    The  regulation  follows: 

"The  maximum  amount  of  loans 
which  a  national  bank  may  make  on 
real  estate  under  the  terms  of  Section 
24  of  the  Federal  reserve  act  shall  be 
limited  to  an  a-TiOunt  not  In  excess  of 
one-third  of  Its  time  deposits  at  the 
time  of  the  making  of  the  loan,  and 
not  in  exces."?  of  one-third  of  its  aver- 
age time  deposits  during  the  preceding 
calendar  year;  provided,  however,  that 
if  one-third  of  such  time  deposits  on 
the  date  of  making  the  loan  or  one- 
third  of  the  averaire  lime  deposits  for 
the  preceding  calendar  ytar  shall  have 
amounted  to  less  than  one-fovirth  of 
the  capital  and  surplus  of  the  bank  as 
of  the  date  of  the  loan,  then.

JAP  SPIRIT 

IS  TRIENDLY 

Noted  Japanese  Educator 
Writes  of  Japan's  Peace- 
ful Attitude. 


Lauds  Americans  for  Their 

Courtesies  to  Him 

During  Trip. 


That  the  Japanese  people  maintain 
the  most  friendly  feeling  toward  the 
people  of  the  United  States  and  desire 
to  keep  up  a  peaceful  and  friendly  re- 
lationship between  the  two  countries, 
is  shown  in  a  letter  written  by  Sho- 
suke  Sato  of  Japan,  brother  of  a  gen- 
eral in  the  Japanese  army,  to  A.  Ben- 
ham  of  Minneapolis,  who  is  now  a 
guest  of  Leoiildas  Merrltt  of  this  city. 
Mr.  Sato  speaks  in  his  letter  of  a  re- 
cent trip  he  niade  in  America  and  of 
the  courtesy  and  friendship  shown  him 
by  Americans. 

Letter  Han   Peaceful   Kote. 

This  letter  bearing  such  a  peaceful 
note  from  a  prominent  Japanese  citizen 
when  Japan's  attitude  toward  the 
United  States  is  a  question  of  consid- 
erable discussion,  is  of  special  interest. 
Prof.  Sato  Is  the  head  of  the  largest 
agricultural  college  in  Japan  and  has 
occupied  that  position  for  fifteen  years. 
There  are  600  acres  of  land  at  the 
school  and  20,000  acres  more  near  by 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  school. 
The  institution  has  a  great  number  of 
buildings.  Prof.  Sato's  letter  follows 
in  full: 

"My  dear  friends — I  beg  to  extend 
my  hearty  thanks  for  the  courtesy  and 
kindness  shown  nje  during  my  lecture 
tour  In  America.  I  delivered  my  last 
lecture  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
at  the  end  of  May  and  left  New  York 
for  Europe  on  the  tenth  of  June.  After 
visiting  England.  France,  Switzerland 
and  Germany,  I  left  Berlin  for  Vladl- 
vostock  on  July  21.  I  reached  Vladi- 
vostock  Aug.  4  and  Toklo  on  the  sixth 
of  the  same  month.  I  heard  the  news 
of  the  great  war  while  I  was  crossing 
Siberia,  but,  fortunately  I  was  able  to 
end  my  long  journey  with  ease  and 
comfort  afforded  by  the  international 
de  luxe  train  of  the  Trans-Siberia  rail- 
road' _  .     . 

Reeallfl    Pleasant    RelatloBH. 

"Looking  back  over  my  visit  to 
America,  I  recall  many  very  pleasant 
reminiscences  and  feel  a  vep'  deep 
sense  of  gratitude  for  the  kind  and 
friendly  manner  with  which  I  was  re- 
ceived wherever  I  was  privileged  to 
visit.  I  have  been  especially  very 
thankful  to  my  good  friends  in  Amer- 
ica that  the  message  of  peace  and  good 
will  which  I  brought  from  Japan,  was 
so  warmly  received  and  reciprocated. 
War  may  rage  on  the  Continent,  but 
peace  must  ever  prevail  on  both  sides 
of  the  Pacific.  It  is  my  sincere  hope 
that  the  two  nations  may  not  only  re- 
tain their  historical  friendly  relations, 
but  that  they  may  also  be  guided  by 
providence  to  work  hand  In  hand  for 
the  redemption  of  humanity  from  the 
world's  evils,  and  for  the  extension  of 
true  Christian  peace  among  the  war-

For  the  last  two  weeks  the  knitting 
plant  of  the  factory  has  been  busy 
turning  out  socks  for  Europe.  The 
contract  taken  by  the  firm  was  so 
large  that  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  place  an  additional  crew  to  keep  up 
with  the   required  shipments. 

The  capacity  of  the  plant  by  this 
method  will  be  boosted  to  3S0  dozen 
pairs  of  the  heavy  woolen  socks.  This 
In  round  numbers  will  enable  the  plant 
to   make   8.400   single   socks  daily. 

"The  war  order  will  keep  the  Pj^nt 
►u.sy  for  at  least  two  and  a  half 
months"  said  (Joneral  Manager  Johnson 
this  morning.  "It  is  almo.st  impossible 
to  get  girls  who  are  famllar  with 
operating  the  knitting  machines  so 
we  will  liiive  to  spend  about  two 
weeks  in  breaking  tliem  in.  We  are 
picking  girls  according  to  the  great- 
ness of  their  need  of  work.  The  girls 
who  arc  looking  for  work  Just  for  the 
purpose  of  earning  pin  money  in  order 
to  enable  them  to  buy  a  new  hat  or 
dress  will  not  be  looked  upon  at  this 
time  with  as  muf  h  favor  as  the  one 
who  needs  the  work  and  who  is  help- 
ing to  support  a  family.  These  girls 
will   be  given  the   preference." 

That  the  garment  factory  will  be  in 
nearly  full  operation  within  two  weeks 
was  also  intimated.  The  salesmen  will 
leave  for  the  road  on  Monday  ana 
as  soon  as  the  first  orders  begin  com- 
ing In  so  as  to  give  an  Intiniation  of 
whnt  the  merchants  want,  the  plant 
will  resume  operation*.  At  present 
there  are  about  fifty  operatives  em- 
ployed and  it  is  the  belief  of  the  man- 
agement that  at  least  250  will  be 
working  in  this  branch  of  the  factory 
before    the    end    of   the    month.

BREADlS  BLACK 
AHD  INDIGESTIBLE 

Lack  of  Fuel  Is  Also  Seri- 
ous Hardship  in 
Brussels. 

(CofTMVMdMce  of  th«  AHoeiatcd  PrcM.) 
Paris.  Dec.  16. — An  attache  of  the 
Belgian  foreign  office,  who  escaped 
from  the  capital  recently,  says  life 
there  is  not  as  disagreeable  as  in  oth- 
er Belgian  cities,  largely  on  account  of 
the  Influential  presence  of  the  Amer- 
ican minister. 

"The  price  of  food  has  not  greatly 
Increased,  and  the  people  who  have 
money  to  buy  it  are  not  suffering."  he 
said.  "But  the  bread,  which  Is  strictly 
rationed  (300  grams  a  day  for  each 
Inhabitant),  is  black,  stodgy  and  indi- 
gestible. People  with  weak  stomachs, 
like  mvself,  cannot  eat  it.  This  bread 
questlo'n  Is  serious.  The  lower  classes 
are  accustomed  to  eating  large  quan- 
tities of  bread;  soaked  in  milk  or  broth, 
it  forms  the  main  article  of  the  chil- 
dren's diet.  The  regulation  black  bread 
is  so  doughy  that  it  cannot  be  soaked, 
and  I  know  that  a  great  many  very 
young  children  are  dying  every  day 
from  Intestinal  diseases  brought  on  by 
Improper  feeding.

one  Sunday  morning  where  she  was 
arrested    with    a    male    companion. 

The  woman  Is  now  confined  In  a 
hospital,  As  soon  as  she  is  able  she 
will  be  brought  before  the  court  to 
answer  to  a  charge  of  breaking  her 
parole.  Mrs.  Siewert  said  that  she 
did  everything  she  could  do  to  reform 
the  young  woman,  but  that  she  was 
unsuccea.Hful. 

Chief  Troyer  was  present  at  tho 
meeting  and  at  the  request  of  Mrs. 
Siewert  told  the  board  what  the  facts 
were  in  the  Myrtle  Ilannigan  case  as 
he  knew  them.  He  saic^  he  called  at 
the  Industrial  home  to  trj'  to  persuade 
the  woman  to  stay  there  after  her  sen- 
tence had  expired,  but  that  she  was 
determined   to  go. 

Oet«  Kvldeuoe  Seeortd  Handed. 
Miss  Walsh  in  answer  to  a  querj 
by  one  of  the  cantuil^sioners  declared 
that  she  had  not  vi-siited  the  home  foi 
more  than  a  yeaf  and  knew  nothing 
of  its  operations  first  handed.  She  de- 
clared that  her  knowledge  of  affairs 
was  gained  from  conversations  which 
she  had  had  with  the  Hannlgan 
woman,  the  Clabriel  girl  and  others. 
In  a  report  to  th-r  board  of  the  work 
undertaken  by  the  institution  during 
the  past  year.  Mrs.  Siewert  described 
briefly  what  had  been  done  along 
the  line  of  saving  the  city's  wayward 
women.  She  declared  that  the  problem 
was  a  difficult  one  and  one  which  re- 
quired earnest  endeavor  and  careful 
attention. 

"How  sh.T.!!  we  save  the  girl  who 
has  passed  the  jtnenile  age,  and  who 
has  through  bad  home  Intluence,  In- 
sufficient moral  training.  Ignorance,  or 
the  Influence  of  bad  companions,  been 
led  to  begin  an  immoral  life,  or  to 
commit  a  petty  theft,  on  in  any  way 
bring  her.sielf  under  the  law  as  an 
offender?'  asks  Mrs.  Siewert  In  her  re- 
port. 

"This  Is  a  difficult  question,"  the  re- 
port continues,  "and  in  this  great  state 
of  Minnesota  there  was  no  place  to 
send  such  a  girl  but  the  state's  prison 
or  to  tho  county  jail,  until  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  industrial  home  school 
for  girls  last  yoar.  Is  this  industrial 
home  meeting  this  need,  and  is  its 
influence  reforming  tiie  girls?  We  feel" 
that  we  can  say  that  It  Is  saving  and 
reforming  them. 

"To  reform  Is  a  slow  process  It 
menn.s  the  rebulldinsr  of  the  character 
of  the  girl,  of  tuning  her  mind  from 
evil  tendericif.s  to  a  doslr.-  for  things 
better.  It  ni»-;ins  toachiris-  her  how  to 
do  her  work  well  and  how  to  save 
her  wages  and  nf^f  tiieni  wisely.  It 
means  teaching  her  the  value  of  truth 
telling   and    mental    integrity. 

"We  have  taken  "are  of  twenty-one 
inm.ites  during  the  y»ar.  We  hHve 
found  that  our  best  results  have  come 
after  the  sentence  lias  been  served — 
that  Is  when  the  glil  has  learned  to 
work,  then  voluntarily  decides  to  re- 
main in  the  home  and  work  out  from 
there,  but  still  und.^r  the  discipline  of 
the  matron.  In  this  way  the  girls 
learn  self  reliance,  honesty  and  culti- 
vate a  sense  of  integrity  that  comes 
from  work  well  dene. 

r;irlK  lleroMe  Thrirty. 
"We  have  several  glrl.s  wiio  .are  now 
doing  this.  They  are  paying  a  nominal 
F.\\m.  2.50  a  week,  for  board.  These 
girls  have  all  start^-d  a  savings  bank 
account.  They  take  pride  in  the  fact. 
We  would  recommend  that  the  home  be 
kept  within  ea.sy  reach  of  a  street  car 
line  so  that  the  girls  may  go  to  and 
from   their  work   easily. 

"We  have  one  15-year-old  girl,  who 
is  attending  the  Salter  school  and  we 
hope  that  we  will  have  more  girls 
of  a  school  age.  To  meet  this  situation 
we  believe  that  the  home  should  be 
kept  within  a  reasonable  distance  oi" 
a    public    school. 

"Then  there  Is  the  que.stion  of  the 
stranded  girl — the  one  who  is  not  bad 
but  who  might  ea.-^ily  become  so  if 
she  were  not  taken  care  of.  Such  girls 
might  fall  an  easy  prey  to  many  temp- 
tations that  beset  such  human  drift. 
Our  law  covers  all  such  girls  and. 
through  the  indu.strial  home,  furnishes 
a  place  for  them  to  learn  to  work.  Wf 
have  had  two  cases  of  this  kind  dur- 
ing the  year.  One  of  the  girls  is  still 
under  our  care  and  Is  very  grateful 
for   the   opportunity   to   learn. 

"We  hope  that  the  county  board  and 
the  district  judges  will  soon  see  the 
necessity  of  placing  the  home  on  a  per- 
manent basis,  when  its  success  would 
be  much  more  sure  and  easy.  And  it 
Is  well  to  remember  that  It  should  be 
situated  w^ithin  ea.sy  reach  of  a  public 
school   and   a  street   car  line. 

"The  establishment  of  the  home,  its 
equipment  and  running  expenses  for 
the  year  have  been  only  $3,597.21.  Our 
receipts  for  board,  baskets,  sewing  and 
other  work  have  been  $196.73.  Surely 
the  net  amount  sp^nt  is  small  com- 
pared with  the  gf'Od  work  done.  When 
we  stop  to  think  that  the  girl  Is  the 
future  mother,  we  will  soon  realize 
that  the  training  these  girls  are  get- 
ting means  better  motherhood,  and 
children  better  born.  The  amount  spent, 
then    seems  trilling.

commenting  on  the  American  note, 
virtually  agree  as  to  the  main  points 
brought  out  In  the  following  editorial 
expressions  \Tl  the  Amsterdam  Allge- 
meln  Handelsblad: 

"The  note  sent  to  England,  but  In- 
tended for  the  powers  of  the  Triple 
Entente,  is  a  remarkable  symptom.  In 
America,  jas^  wfll  as  In  other  neutral 
countries,  the  illegal  measures  taken 
against  AVnerlc(in  commerce  have  made 
bad  blood. 

"The  note  !.«  not  Intended  as  a  hos- 
tile art,  but  is  a  warning  and  request, 
with  a  dfetailed  resume  of  the  com- 
plaints of  American  shippers.  The  in- 
tentions df  the  note  are  good. 

'It  is  well  that  Washington  drew  the 
attention  of  the  British  government  to 
the  difflctilt  position  of  the  neutral 
shippers,  but  '  will  the  protest  help? 
We  believe  wt  are  justified  in  doubt- 
ing this,  aa  in  the  case  of  the  protests 
of  The  Netherlands.  Sweden,  Denmark 
and  Norway.  So  this  one  will  be 
shelved,  because  England  will  consider 
above  all,  and  above  the  rights  of 
neutrals,  her  own  interests,  which  are 
that  nothing  the  Germans  need  must 
be  permitted  in  tho  way  of  traffic. 
For  this  the  neutral  states  are  sacri- 
ficed." 

The  Amsterdam  Tljd  says:  "It  Is 
shown  that  when  Its  Interests  demand 
such  a  course.  Washington  acts  firmly. 
The  protest  against  the  manner  in 
which  England  wished  to  control  the 
seas  Is  proof  of  this. 

"The  exchange  of  memoranda  be- 
tween America  and  England  concern- 
ing the  Ghent  centenary  Is  hardly  over 
when  this  protest  note  dropped  like  a 
bolt  from  the  sky.

Paris,  Dec.  31.  2:56  p.  m.— The 
French  official  announcement  given 
out  in  Paris  this  afternoon  relates  a 
continuance  of  artillery  exchanges 
with  the  enemy,  and  further  advances, 
measured  by  yards,  of  French  soldiers 
at  various  points  on  the  line  of  bat- 
tle. Counter-attacks  of  the  enemy 
were  driven  back  and  in  Alsace  a  cer- 
tain village  is  held  half  by  German 
and  half  bv  French  troops.  The  fight- 
ing here  has  been  from  house  to  house, 
and  it  continues  today.  The  text  of 
the   communication   follows: 

"From  the  sea  as  far  as  the  Alsne 
yesterday  passed  with  relative  calm. 
There  were  artillery  exchanges  on 
some  points  of  the  front.  In  Cham- 
pagne, to  the  west  of  the  Alger  farm, 
which  Is  north  of  Slllery,  In  the  sex- 
tor  of  Reims,  the  enemy,  during  the 
night  blew  up  two  of  our  trenches 
and  then  delivered  against  these  posi- 
tions an  attack  which  our  men  re- 
pulsed. 

"To  the  north  of  ^esnil-les-Hurlus 
we  occupied  certain  positions  on  the 
enemy's  second  line  of  defense.  In  this 
same  region,  at  a  point  to  the  north 
of  the  farm  of  Beasejour  we  also  oc- 
cupied some  trenches.  The  enemy  de- 
livered counter-attacks,  but  he  was 
driven  back.  "We  then  resumed  the  of- 
fensive and  we  were  successful  in 
gaining  some  more  ground. 

"In  the  same  zone  and  further  to 
the  east  certain  German  forces  which 
were  advancing  to  deliver  a  counter- 
attack against  us,  were  brought  un- 
der the  fire  at  our  artillery  and  dis- 
persed. ..  ....  M 

"In  the  Argonne,  In  the  vicinity  of 
Fontaine  Madame,  we  exploded  a  mine 
and  occupied  the  resultant  excavation; 
this  gave  us  a  slight  advance. 

"Between  the  Meuse  and  the  Moselle, 
In  the  region  of  the  forest  of  Morte- 
mart,  about  160  yards  of  German 
trenches  fell  into  our  hands. 

"In  upper  Alsace  French  troops  have 
entered  the  village  of  Steinbach  and 
have  occupied  with  house  to  house 
fighting,    one-half  of  the   community.

SAYS  SCHOOLS  SEND 
YOUNG  FROM  FARMS 

Speaker  at  Kansas  City 

Meeting   Scores   Rural 

Education  System. 

Kansas  City,  Mo.,  Dec.  31. — Charges 
that  the  rural  schools  are  teaching 
away  from  the  farm  Instead  of  to  it 
were  made  at  the  closing  session  of 
the  conference  of  the  College  Teach- 
ers' Association  of  the  Middle  West 
here  today. 

"Boys  who  are  destined  to  be  farm- 
ers and  girls  who  will  be  farmers' 
wives  are  turned  out  of  the  rural 
schools  without  being  taught  one  use- 
ful fact  of  their  life  work,"  one  speak- 

Dean  W.  F.  Barr  of  Drake  univer- 
sity, Des  Moines.  Iowa,  said  his  home 
state  had  a  law  which  will  compel 
every  rural  school  to  teach  agricul- 
ture, domestic  science  and  manual 
training  after  next  year. 

"We  have  been  teaching  teachers  the 
same  thing  we  taught  them  fifty  years 
ago,"  he  said.  "The  city  girl  with 
city  training  goes  to  the  rural  commu- 
nity to  teach.  She  Is  not  interested  Ii? 
the  work  of  her  pupils  and  she  says  to 
them:  *Come  over  and  learn  my  life.' 
What  she  should  do  is  what  a  good 
salesman  always  does,  interest  herself 
in  their  work." 


$460,777.25  SPENT 
TO  ELECT  SENATORS 

Washington    Studies    Fig- 
ures on  First  Popular 
Election. 

Washington,  Dec.  81. — Nearly  half  a. 
million  dollars  was  spent  by  candidates 
of  all  parties  last  November  in  the 
first  popular  election  of  United  States 
senators  in  the  history  of  the  govern- 
ment. To  be  exact  $460,777.26  repre- 
sents the  total  of  sworn  statements  of 
campaign  expenditures  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  the  senate  by  the  mem- 
bers who  sought  senatorial  honors  from 
thirty-one  states. 

Of  this  grand  total,  there  was  con- 
tributed from  various  sources  to  the 
candidates  |188,747.99.  In  accordance 
with  these  figures,  therefore,  the  can- 
didates themselves  turned  into  circula- 
tion for  the  privilege  of  running  for  of- 
fice $271,929.26. 

Senators  who  looked  over  the  fig- 
ures manifested  great  interest,  and  it 
was  remarked  that  should  all  the  sena- 
tors be  elected  at  one  time,  the  cost 
to  the  candidates,  based  upon  the  ratio 
established,  would  be  three  times  as 
great,  or  approximately  JL'^Sl.OOO.

with  $242,895.S0:  Republican  candidates 
spent  $156,884.38;  Progressives  $56,- 
158.94;  Prohibitionists  $4,443.23:  Social- 
ists $354.74  and   Independents  $l,24«.f»€.

Cannot  Take  Care  of 

Floating  Laborers. 


Transients  who  wore  attracted  to 
Daluth  by  the  stories  of  civic  employ- 
xnent  here  for  the  jobless  will  not  re- 
ceive any  consideration  from  members 
of  the  commissi  ion.  according  to  Mayor 
Prlnc*.  who  said  that  work  will  be 
Blven  only  to  heads  of  families  or  local 
men  in  dire  circumstances. 

"In  spite  of  our  every  effort  to  give 
employment  to  heads  of  families  and 
unfortunate  residents  of  Duluth,

HISTORY  OF  CATHOLIC 
DIOCESE  OF  DULUTH. 

In  connection  with  the  celebration 
•»f  Bi.shop  McGolrlck's  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  as  head  of  the  Catholl.: 
diocese  of  Duluth,  there  has  just  bC^n 
issued  a  beautifully  bound  and  lavishly 
illustrated  history  of  the  diocese.  Rev. 
I'.  J.  Lydon  is  the  author  and  he  has 
tttrned  out  a  very  complete  work.  The 
history  deals  with  Bishop  McGolrick 
and  "hii!  career,  and  gives  accounts  of 
not  only  Uuj  present  priests  of  the 
diocese  but  the  missionaries  and  pio- 
neers ill  the  work  of  spreading  the  faith 
In  this  territory,  beginning  the  s^B^y 
of  the  present  diocese  with  a  bio- 
graphy of  Father  Frand.M  PIrz,  wdio 
came  to  Minnesota  in  1852  and  worked 
among  the  Indians.

Improvements  now  under  way  at 
some  of  the  large  factories  and  plants 
would  indicate  that  the  year  1915  will 
bring  great  prosperity  to  this  end  of 
the  city.

North  Dakota  Anti-Suffra- 
gists Proposing  to  Con- 
tinue Fight. 

Fargo,  X.  D.,  Dec.  31. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Pointing  out  that  only 
a  small  percentage  of  the  women  of 
the  state  took  advantag"  of  the  oppor- 
tunity, granted  them  .since  statehood, 
of  voting  for  t-ducational  ofllcers,  con- 
tending that  woman's  suffrage  is  want- 
ed by  only  a  .small  niinoiit>  of  the 
women,  and  showing  that  the  plan  is 
indorsed  by  the  Socialists  and  the  Bull 
Moosers,  with  the  Democrats  and  Re- 
publicans neutral,  the  Xorth  Dakota 
association  opposing  woman's  suf- 
frage has  issued  a  statement  comment- 
ing on  the  recent  vote  in  this  state  on 
the    suffrage    question. 

The  coming  legislature  may  be 
asked  to  consider  the  vote  in  Novem- 
ber as  concUujive  and  to  call  the  pro- 
posed constitutional  amendment  for 
1916  and  prevent  further  dissatisfac- 
tion. Of  coxirse.  .this  will  be  opposed 
by  th»  Votes  for  W^omen  league,  who 
will  take  the  position  that  the  Novem- 
ber results  showed  what  could  be  ac- 
complished after  a  cami)aign  and  that 
two  years  of  furtlier  educational  work 
win  result  In  a  majority  for  the  plan. 
Some    Vote    StatUHrn. 

The  total  vote  on  the  suffrage  ques- 
tion was  8^.410,  of  which  40,009  fav- 
ored and  49,410  opposed  sufTrage.  The 
suffragists  carried  flftf^eu  counties 
while  the  antls  carried  thirty-flve.  The 
majority  in  the  fifteen  counties  was 
3,«42.  while  the  majority  anti  vote  in 
the  ihirty-ftve  opposing  counties  was 
i:).043,  making  a  net  opposing  vote  of 
9,401. 

Every  county  on  the  p.astern  edge 
of  the  state,  in  the  old  settled  counties 
of  the  Red  River  valley,  as  well  as 
the  second  tier  of  counties  opposed 
woman's  suffrage  while  every  county 
on  the  western  edge  of  the  state  ad- 
joining Montana  and  more  recently 
sottled.  faviired  sufTrage. 

The  statement  tells  why  the  oppos- 
ing association  was  organized.  It  In- 
sists that  women  have  gotten  every- 
thing, including  state-wide  prohibi- 
tion, in  North  Dakota  from  the  men 
and  there  la  no  necessity  for  the  wom- 
en voting,  that  only  a  few  women  want 
ballot  and  the  rote  on  educational 
officers  indicates  how  few  would  use 
it. 

The  statement  clearly  intimates  that 
a  strenuous  campaign  will  be  con- 
tinued until  1»1«  when  It  is  anticipat- 
ed the  proposed  constitutional  amend- 
ment will  be  defeated  by  a  larger  ma- 
jority  than    in   last    November. 

The   statement   has  aroused   the  Suf- 
frage   league    to    great   activity.

FARGO  NOT  AFFECTED 
BY  CHANGED  SCHEDULE 

Fargo.  N.  D..  Dec.  81. —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — Fargo  will  not  be  af- 
fected by  the  change  of  s'^hedule  in 
the  Great  Northern  coast  trains  Jan. 
S.  This  change  is  only  through  North 
Dakota.  At  presfuit  all  four  coast 
trains  are  operated  through  Fargo,  but 
the  Orientals  are  run  over  the  new 
cut-olf  from  Fargo  to  Minot  and  Nos. 
8  and  4   via  Grand  Forks.

CRIME  IS  ON 
THE  DECREASE 

Duluth    Is   Growing   More 

Orderly,  According  to 

Police  Report. 

Annual  reports  of  the  police  depart- 
ment for  the  year  1914,  although  not 
yet  completed,  will  show  at  least  500 
fewer  arrests  during  the  last  twelve 
months  than  in  1913. 

Figures  available  for  the  first  eleven 
months  show  a  total  of  4,811  arrests. 
4,592  being  males  and  iXi  females. 
Durtng  the  month  of  December,  ex- 
cluding today  437  males  and  29  female* 
were  arrested.  Indications  point  to  a 
light  gri.st  of  prisoners  this  evening, 
eo  that  an  addition  of  about  ten  arrests 
for  today  would  bring  the  total  of 
males  up  to  447.  This  would  give  a 
total  of  6,039  males  and  237  females 
for  the  year  1914.  including  the  West 
Duluth  and   New   Duluth   stations. 

In  1918  the  police  arrested  6.588 
males  and  262  females,  so  that  thero 
will  be  at  least  600  fewer  arrests  this 
year  than   in   the  previous   year.

The  entire  furnace  is 
being  relined,  new  flues  are  being  in- 
stalled, and  improvements  costing 
nearly  $50,000  are  under  way.  The 
work  will  be  completed  early  in  the 
spring.

Dulutli    Is   Growing   More 

Orderly,  According  to 

Police  Report. 

Annu.al  reports  of  the  police  depart- 
ment for  the  year  1914,  although  not 
yet  completed,  will  show  at  least  500 
fewer  arrests  during  the  last  twelve 
months  than  in  1913. 

Figures  available  for  the  first  eleven 
months  show  a  total  of  4,811  arresU, 
4.592  being  males  and  :19  females. 
During  the  month  of  December  ex- 
eluding  toda.v,  437  male.i  and  29  femalea 
wore  arrested.  Indication.s  point  to  a 
light  grist  of  prisoners  this  evening, 
so  that  an  adilitlon  of  about  ten  arrests 
for  today  would  bring  tlie  total  of 
males  up  to  44  7.  This  would  give  a 
total  of  6.039  males  and  1:37  femah  •• 
for  the  year  1911.  including  the  West 
Duluth   and    New    Duluth   stations. 

In  1913  th«*  police  arrested  6.58S 
males  and  262  females,  .so  that  ther« 
will  be  at  least  500  fewer  arrests  thi» 
year  than  in    the  previous  .vear. 

Comparative  figures  for  the  last  five 
years  show  that  fewer  arrest.s  were 
made  each  year  and  the  police  be- 
lieve that  crime  is  actually  on  the  de- 
crease.

Mothers  of  Families  Earn  Their 
Living. 

It  seems  to  be  a  widely  mooted 
question  whether  or  not  women  can 
combine  the  duties  of  a  wage-earner 
with  those  of  a  wife  and  mother.  It 
Is  all  very  well  for  lecturers  at  wom- 
en's clubs  to  maintain  that  the  three 
may  be  undertaken 
and  accomplished 
with  benefit  rather 
than  loss  to  Iht- 
home,  but  those 
who  affirm  the  pos- 
sibility of  such  a 
thing  h.ave  evolved 
a  theory,  and  few 
of  them  have  had 
any  practical  expe- 
rience as  mothers 
and   housekeeper.'?. 

"Women,"  said  a 
recent  speaker  on 
the  subject,  "must 
abandon  the  posl- 
tlon  that  motherhood  Is  n  sufficient 
return  to  the  race  for  what  they  are 
getting  out  of  it,  and  -must  claim  their 
share  In  all  human  functions,  such  as 
teaching,    the    law    and    ministry." 

The  mothers  of  most  families  In- 
cluding two  or  three  children  ordi- 
narily find  little  time  for  anything  out- 
side of  the  daily  round  of  baking, 
mending,  sweeping  and  other  domestic 
duties  that  must  be  gone  over  every 
day  In  the  year.  The  responsibility  of 
rearing  children,  with  its  multitudi- 
nous duties,  all  grouped  under  the 
bead  of  housework,  la  quite  enough  for 


ary  woman,  no  matter  what  her  at- 
tainments may  be.  and  if  she  does  it 
well  she  need  not  worry  about  her 
duty  to  the  rest  of  mankind. 

Of  course  if  a  woman  can  spare  the 
time,  and  Is  equal  to  the  effort  at- 
tendant upon  holding  her  own  with 
other  brilliant  feminine  minds.  I  would 
be  the  last  to  deny  that  this  mingling 
with  the  outside  world  would  not  be 
of  benefit  to  the  husband  and  children 
because  of  the  better  and  brighter 
spirit  It  develops  In  the  mother.  .But 
If  any  sacrifice  must  be  made,  let  it 
be  in  these  interests  rather  than  in 
the  material   needs   of  the  family. 

It  Is  sometimes  true  that  a  husband 
falls  in  his  duties  toward  his  wife  and 
children  because  his  home  does  not  of- 
fer the  proper  stimulus;  because  his 
wife  Is  too  busy  with  her  clubs  and 
charities  to  give  either  time  or  thought 
to  those  to  whom  it  rightfully  be- 
longs. Thus  the  home,  the  children 
and  the  husband  go  down  hill  while 
the  mother  interests  herself  in  club 
debates  on  possibly  the  very  question 
that  she  Is  neglecting  so  flagrantly 
where  her  dearest  ones  are  concerned. 

I  know  a  woman  who  was  completely 
carried  away  with  her  own  Ideas  about 
bringing  up  children  and  was  always 
on  hand  when  the  topic  was  discussed. 
She  was  set  up  as  an  authority  while 
her  own  little  girls  were  left  to  the 
care  of  an  ordinary  servant.  Home 
with  what  might  be  called  Its  material 
side  is  of  first  importance,  and  any 
woman  who  attends  to  that  end  will 
have  her  hands  full  and  may  safely 
assume  that  she  earns  her  living.

SAYS  $6  A  WEEK  IS  NOT  ENOUGH 


Boston  Woman  Asserts  Girls  Who  Earn  Only  That 

Amount  Must  Go  Hungry  Unless  They 

Receive  Outside  Help.

Princeton,  X.  J..  Dec.  8L— A  girl  who 
earns  only  J6  a  week  must  go  hungry 
unless  she  receives  some  outside  help, 
Mrs.  Glendower  Evans  of  Boston  de- 
clared today  before  the  American  Eco- 
nomic association.  »rB.  Evans  has 
been  connected  wltk  *he  work  incident 
to  the  establlshmeiif  of  a  minimum 
wage  scale  In  MassacbHsetts  and  has 
made  an  extensive  survey  of  conditions

Mrs.  Evans  then  told  th*  story  of  a 
girl  that  made  |6  a  week  whom  the 
minimum  wage  commission  of  Massa- 
chusetts Interviewed.  The  girl  admit- 
ted that  she  received  money  from  il- 
licit resources.  She  declared  she  was 
forced  to  go  hungi;y  when  she  tried  to 
live  on  )€  a  week. 

•'I  do  not  tell  you  this  story  that  an 
Inference  may  be  drawn  In  regard  to 
low  wages  which  I  do  not  draw,"  Mrs. 
Evans  said.  "I  tell  It  to  illustrate  the 
point  I  have  made,  that  a  girl  who 
earns  $6  a  week,  unless  she  Is  helped 
out  somehow,  must  go  hungry." 

The  Massachusetts  commission  re- 
cently agreed  upon  |8.71  as  a  living 
wage  for  women,  but  as  yet  this 
amount  is  not  being  paid  as  a  mini- 
mum In  that  state.  A  16%-cent-an- 
hour  rate  went  Into  effect  on  Aug.  16, 
1914,  In  the  brushmaking  industry, 
and  it  is  expected  later  to  establish 
minimum  rates  of  pay  in  other  Indus- 
tries.

While  the  popula- 
tion of  Seattle  has  been  quadrupling, 
its  debt  has  been  multiplied  by 
twelve. 

An  exhibit  of  the  financial  situation 
of  the  city  today  shows  a  total  over- 
draft of  $1,800,000,  with  the  light  and

The  other  day  the  Seattle  Times 
soberly  sat  down  to  count  the  devel- 
opments   from    that   opening   wedge, 


'  through  the  program  of  legislation 
lately  put  through  congress  under  the 
leadership  of  President  Woodrow 
WiUon. 

The  enforcement  of  the  Sherman 
anti-trust  law,  though  called  for  by 
public    sentiment,    or    rather    by    a 


vague  demand  that  "something  be 
done  about  it,"  has  gone  far  enough 
to  judge  fairly  of  its  results. 

And  the  results  are  absolutely  noth- 
ing at  all. 

Many  trusts  have  been  prosecuted 
under  the  Sherman  law.  Several  of 
the  biggest  have  been  indicted,  tried, 
found  guilty,  and  sentenced  under  the 
Sherman  law  to  capital  punishment. 

As  a  result,  have  prices  been  low- 
ered?    Not  a  penny. 

Has  anything  like  real  competition 
been  created?  Not  a  bit;  merely  the 
pretence  of  it. 

Have  the  profits  of  the  executed 
taists  been  reduced?  They  have  been 
increased. 

Has  business  been  made  more  free? 
Not  a  particle. 

The  whole  story  is  told  in  this, 
from  the  Saturday  Evening  Post: 

The  various  Independent  and 
competing  units  Into  which  the 
Standard  Oil  combine  was  Judicial- 
ly divided,  in  order  to  convert  It 
from  a  ruthless  monopoly  Into  a 
band  of  economic  Sunday  school 
pupils.  paid  dividends  in  1»14 
amounting:  to  more  than  165.000,000. 
Except  one  hu^e  melon  in  1913. 
this  Is  substantially  the  same 
amount  paid  that  year,  which  was 
the  first  year  of  complete  regren- 
eratlon. 

In  its  old  monopolistic  and  un- 
re^enerate  state  the  combine's 
dividends  ran  about  140,000.000  a 
year.  We  can  imaf^ine  the  Stand- 
ard Oil's  remorse  fur  bavlnff  failed 
to  comprehend  the  material  bene- 
fits of  virtue  earlier  in  its  career. 

There  are  now  we  don't  remember 
how  many  little  ojl  companies  where, 
before  conviction  and  execution,  there 
was  but  one.  Yet  the  profits  are  half 
again  as  great,  and  what  has  hap- 
pened may  be  illustrated  again  by  the 
fact  that  as  there  was  one  Standard 
Oil  office  in  Duluth  when  there  was 
one  Standard  Oil  organization,  there 
is  still  but  one  Duluth  office  though 
now  there  are  many. 

If  any  gain  whatever  is  to  be  made 
against  the  evil  of  monopoly,  it  must 
come  through  the  Wilson  program  of 
freeing  business  from  the  menace  of 
the  competition  of  the  bludgeon.  It 
cannot  come  through  the  operation  of 
the   Sherman  law.

It  advises  that 
a  joint  resolution  be  adopted  the  first 
week  of  the  session  making  March  16 
the  day  for  final  adjournment.  This 
might  be  all  very  well  if  legislation 
could  be  put  through  fully  digested, 
but  since  at  least  half  of  the  members 
of  both  houses  have  never  before  served 
In  a  legislative  capacity  it  will  take 
them  a  month  or  more  to  get  wise  to 
the  trend  of  legislation.  The  session, 
if  it  were  able  to  accomplish  good  re- 
sults, should  remain  its  full  time,  but 
the  time  for  the  Introduction  of  bills 
should  be  shortened  by  at  least  a 
month,  thus  giving  plenty  of  time  for 
mature  deliberation  on  all  measures 
enacted  into  law.  This  don't  mean 
that  the  legislature  should  loaf  on  the 
job  any  of  its  time,  as  it  has  its  work 
cut  out  for  it  and  the  people  expect 
them  to  do  a  complete  job.

''Echoes  of  Harmony" 

Minneapolis  Journal  (Rep.):  The 
Republican  party  of  Minnesota  can 
never  be  reunited  on  a  factional  basis. 
Failure  to  recognize  that  fact  is  the 
fundamental  defect  of  the  movement 
set  under  way  yesterday  in  St.  Paul. 

The  gathering  was  in  no  way  repre- 
sentative, as  its  chairman  frankly  ad- 
mitted. Invitations  had  been  sent  to  a 
carefully  selected  list,  and  the  specious 
explanation  was  that  if  all  Repub- 
licans had  been  Invited,  no  hall  large 
enough  could  have  been  found.  This, 
of  course,  was  the  merest  evasion, 
since  there  would  have  been  no  diffi- 
culty in  inviting  Republicans  repre- 
sentative of  every  shade  of  opinion  in 
the   party. 

There  is  a  strong,  vigorous,  progres- 
sive Republican  party  in  this  state. 
The  vast  majority  of  its  members  are 
found  among  the  143.000  voters  who 
supported  William  E.  Lee  last  Novem- 
ber. The  small  and  vanishing  faction 
that  was  represented  in  yesterday's 
gathering  were  mostly  among  the  156,- 
000   that  supported   Mr.    Hammond. 

When  from  the  total  Hammond  vote 
are  taken  the  straight  Democrats  and 
the  thlck-and-thln  saloon  vote,  the  in- 
considerable remainder  represents 
practically  the  strength  of  the  faction 
now  striving  to  pose  as  the  Repub- 
lican  party   of   Minnesota. 

Republican  reunion  can  never  be  ac- 
complished on  such  a  basis.  But  it  will 
be  accomplished,  nevertheless.  The 
sound  common  sense  of  the  people  will 
bring  together  the  real  Republicans  of 
the  state,  and  unite  them  in  a  victori- 
ous and  efficient  organization. 

The  Republican  league  of  Minnesota 
died  ten  years  ago  of  Inanition.  Its 
record  was  not  an  altogether  fragrant 
one.

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  enclosv  a  poem  or  song  entitled  the 
"Indian's  I.,ament."  Perhaps  it  might 
ba  interesting  to  some  of  your  open 
court  readers,  but  first  I  would  like  to 
say  a  few  words  about  the  red  man, 
the  old  original  North  American  Indian. 
It  might  sepm  easy  for  us  to  imagine 
that  the  old  original  North  American 
Indian  had  a  .«snap.

«11.  Therefore,  the  way  back  to  the 
individual  or  the  tribal  life  has  long 
«go  been  hopelessly  closed  to  most 
rit»n.  You  will  find  today  the  signs  of 
•*.Vo  Hunting.  No  Fishing.  No  Trespass- 
ing. Keep  Off  the  Grass."  W«  cannot 
live  apart,  we  must  live  together,  and 
try  to  get  on  the  best  terms  possible 
with  one  another.  So  let  ours  be  free- 
dom. Justice  and  fraternity,  and  not 
fiatriclde.  Else  is  our  faith  vain,  in 
both  Ood  and   man.

Systemic  Infection?',  we  quote 
some  of  the  remarks  of  lead- 
ing physicians  and  specialists 
who  took  part  In  the  meeting  of  tiie 
American  Medical  assuciation  at  At- 
lantic City  last  June. 

Dr.  C.  B.  Cooper  of  Colorado  stated 
that  he  found  it  helpful,  in  learning 
whether  or  not  the  tonsil  la  infected, 
in  chronic  cases  of  Joint  trouble,  to 
plunge  an  aspirating  needle  into  the 
tonsil  and  draw  a  drop  or  two  of  fluid 
from  Us  center.  A  culture  from  this 
fluid  would  show  what  bacteria  were 
present  in  the  substance  of  the  tonsil. 
If  streptococci  were  found,  he  consid- 
ered removal  of  the  tonsils  advisable. 
He  would  consider  some  cases  of  acute 
and  chronic  nephritis  (Brlght's  disease) 
an  indication  for  such  an  operation  as 
part  of  the  treatment. 

Dr.  R,  B.  Scarlett  of  New  Jersey  said 
that  cheap  dentistry,  in  which  teeth 
were  filled  but  the  roots  left  infected, 
causes  much  trouble  with  the  tonsils, 
and  indli-ectly  with  the  general  health. 
An  X-ray  photograph  will  sometimes 
expose  the  bungling  of  the  cheap  den- 
tist, by  locating  an  abscess  at  the  root 
ot  a  tooth — and  this  abscess  alone  may 
be  the  focus  of  Infection  in  certain 
"rheumatic"  cases.  Such  an  abscess 
would  not  necessarily  cause  pain. 

Dr.  B.  Shurly  of  Michigan  reminded 
the  gentlemen  that  the  Judgment  of 
the  family  physician  was  broader  and 
more  reasonable  than  the  comparative- 
ly limited  view  of  the  specialist — Dr. 
Shurly  is  a  specialist  himself.  The

ASSISTING  SCHOOL  DISTRICTS 

Increase  Graded  and  High  School  Aid  Where  Tax  Bur- 
dens Are  Heaviest,  Says  the  Educa- 
tion Commission. 


SL  Paul,  Minn.,  Dec.  31— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — In  addition  to  the  ap- 
portioned school  fund,  the  state  gives 
school  districts  special  aid  which  the 
education  commission  proposes  to  con- 
tinue on  substantially  the  same  basis, 
adding  the  condlUon  that  special  aid 
for  rural  schools  shall  not  be  given 
to  district*  that  don't  need  it.  That 
is,  where  the  local  tax  levy  is  less 
than  6  mill*,  additional  aid  from 
the  state  treasury  would  pot  make 
the  burden  more  equal,  but  more  un- 
equal. 

The  aid  for  graded  schools  la  on 
something  the  same  basis,  but  the 
conditions  are  different.  The  educa- 
tion commission  figures  out  that  J600 
Is  a  fair  contribution  from  the  state 
toward  the  support  of  a  flrst-cla^s  four- 
room  schooL  That.  In  fact,  is  the  same 
basis  that  it  recommends  for  the  one- 
room  school  and  the  two-room  or  three- 
room  semi-graded  school — 1150  for  each 
room. 

Above  four  rooms  the  expense  does 
not  increase  In  the  same  proportion,  or 
at  least  the  burden  on  the  district  does 
not.  So  the  commission  recommends 
that  1100  be  added  for  each  room  up  to 
$1,300  for  the  school.  It  Is  now  $750 
for  each  school,  whether  it  has  four 
rooms  or  eight  or  more. 

For  the  one-room  school  the  commta 
slon  has  proposed  that  no  aid  be  given 
where  the  tax  Is  especially  light.  But 
where  there  Is  a  grade  school,  the  tax 
is  never  less  than  the  average.  And 
therefore,  to  equalize  matters,  the  com- 
mission thinks  the  state  ought  to  share 
in  the  cost  of  running  the  school 
where  the  tax  is  more  than  16  millsi. 
paying  one-third  of  the  excess  until. th« 


total  state  aid   for  any  school  reache* 
11.800. 

Some  grade  schools  maintain  a  two- 
vear  high  school  course,  towqj-d  which 
Ihe  state  contributes  f500.  "The  com- 
mission advises  that  this  should  be. 
(2&0  if  there  is  one  teacher  and  $&M  o< 
there  are  two,  keeping  the  school,  how- 
ever, to  the  maximum  of  |1.800. 

For  the  same  reasons  the  commis- 
sion believes  aid  to  high  schools  ought 
to  be  on  substantially  the  same  basis 
as  now.  and  it  recommends  $1,800  for

The  Duluth-Edlson  Electric  company 
today  brought  suit  against  the  city 
aslting  the  district  court  to  enjoin'  and 
restrain  the  city  council  from  enforc- 
flnjj  or  attempting  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  the  so-called  alternative 
ordinance,  fixing  4  cents  as  the  max- 
imum rate  for  electricity. 

Contract  Still  In  Effect. 

The  company  alleges  that  It  is  oper- 
ating in  Duluth  by  virtue  of  franchises 
and  a  contract  still  In  effect;  that  no 
authority  has  ever  been  conferred  upon 
the  city  to  regulate  its  rates,  either  by 
the  legislature  or  by  the  state  Consti- 
tution, but  that,  on  the  contrary,  the 
legislalute  has  at  all  times  reserved 
to  the  state  the  right  from  time  to 
time  to  fix  the  compensation  which  the 
company  may  charge  for  Its  services 
and  that  the  proposed  rates  are  unjust 
and  unreasonable  and  If  put  into  effect 
would  amount  to  confiscation  of  the 
company's  property  without  compensa- 

The  company  claims  further  the  clt$ 
will  put  the  proposed  rates  Into  effect 
unless  restrained  by  the  court,  advis- 
ing the  several  thousand  individual 
customers  to  refuse  to  pay  its  charges, 
or  any  amount  in  excess  of  that  speci- 
fied by  the  ordinance,  which  would 
make  it  necessary  for  the  company  to 
Institute  a  great  many  actions  at  law 
to  recover  its  charges. 

Referring  to  the  slut  brought  against 
the     city    an     officer    of    the    company 
made  the  following  statement: 
Statement    by    Company. 

"The  suit  brought  by  the  company 
against  the  city  has  no  connection  in 
any  way  with  the  action  brought  by 
Mr.  Gronseth  to  correct  the  ballot  to 
be  used  at  the  special  election.

Four  ships  were  consigned  to  Hol- 
land, fourteen  to  Italy  and  thirteen  to 
Sweden,  he  said,  and  at  Gibraltar  9,350 
tons  of  American  copper  "have  been 
piled   up." 

Biggest    CoasumerM. 

After  giving  statistics  to  show  that 
Italy  and  Great  Britain  were  among 
the  greatest  normal  consumers  of 
copper.    Senator    Walsh    said: 

"The  British  government  might  weA 
avoid  a  course  calculated  to  make  it 
appear  as  an  offensive  act.  There  is 
no  sentiment  ©f  hostility  or  animosity 
in  the  United  States  toward  Great 
Britain,  save  in  sporadic  cases  of  no 
consequence  in  the  sum  total  of  the 
national  disposition.  God  graut  that 
our  relation  may  always  remain 
friendly:  The  feeling  engendered  by 
the  aggressions  conplained  of  is  akin 
to  the  surprise  and  regret  experienced 
by  one  who  has  been  cruelly  wronged 
by  a  friend,  and  who  remains  confident 
that  a  personal  explanation  and  candid 
conference  will  wipe  out  all  differences 
and  bring  a  speedy  reparation.  It  is 
in  this  spirit  the  American  people 
await  the  result  of  the  well  timed 
note  of  the   president. 

Release*  Needed. 

"What  is  need-  d  now  is  the  release 
of  everjj,  detained  shipment  against 
which  a  prima  facie  case  of  guilt  can- 
not be  made  out,  carrying  with  it  an 
assurance  to  the  trade  that  so  long  as 
it  is  honest  It  is  safe. 

"The  American  people  will  be  very 
patient  with  respect  to  the  case  or 
casis  so  much  talked  of  and  written 
about  of  copper  bars  concealed  In  cot- 
ton bales.

OUTLET  IN 
MUD  LAKE 

Council  Provides  for  Gary- 
New  Duluth  Sewage 
System. 

The  city  council  at  a  special  meeting 
this  morning  passed  a  resolution  di- 
recting a  condemnation  for  an  ease- 
ment for  the  outlet  of  the  Gary  and 
New  Duluth  sewer  system. 

The  outlet  will  be  In  Mud  lake,  as 
outlined  In  the  original  plans  of  City 
Engineer  John  Wilson.  The  officials 
have  investigated  the  situation  and 
have  reached  the  conclusion  that  it  Is 
the  only  practical  route.  They  say  that 
no  nuisance  will  be  caused  for  several 
years  and  that  when  It  does  arise,  the 
pipes  can  be  carried  to  the  river  or  a 
sewage    disposal    plant    erected. 

The  appraisers  named  to  fix  damages 
and  benefits  were  George  H.  Claypool, 
J.  E.  Cooley,  J.  H.  Crowley,  John  Hogan 
and  William  Craig. 

Work  ■  on  the  sewer  will  be  started 
next  week.  It  will  be  done  by  day 
labor  under  the  direction  of  the  city 
and  wUl  give  employment  to  60  to  100 
men.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  sec- 
tion  to   be  built   this   winter   is   $36,000. 

A  resolution  was  passed  directing 
the  condemnation  of  easements  and 
slopes  for  the  widening  and  straight- 
ening of  Grand  avenue  between  Go- 
gebic and  Mathew  streets.  The  above 
named  appraisers  were  also  named  for 
this  Job.  This  win  be  In  connection 
with  the  Smlthvllle  subway  which  will 
be   built  by  the  Northern   Pacific. 

Commissioner  Hlcken's  ordinance 
making  It  unlawful  for  any  female  to 
solicit  men  or  for  men  to  act  or  pro- 
curers was  given  Its  third  reading  and 
passed.

population.  Those  present  agreed  that 
tho  opt- rations  at  the  Point  of  Rocks 
would  serve  as  a  work  test  for  them, 
furnishitig  employment  to  those  who 
are  not  aver.»e  to  labor  and  providing 
th«»  antlioiitles  with  a  lever  for  ridding 
the  city  of  those  who  are  parasites 
up'-n   the  fommunity.

An  increase  of  nearly  $50,000  in 
postal  receipts  was  made  in  1914  as 
compared  with  l»ll,  while  the  postal 
savings  and  the  money  order  depart- 
ments will  each  show  an  Increase  of 
at  least  $  10, 040  over  the  twelve 
months  of  last  year,  according  to  Post- 
master  McEwen. 

Although  figures  for  1914  are  not  yet 
available.  Postmaster  McEwen  made 
some  rough  estimates  from  the  month- 
ly reports  on  hand  and  with  these  as  a 
basis,  was  en.ibled  to  show  the  com- 
parative growth  of  the  departments 
during  the  last  twelve  months.  As  the 
fiscal  year  of  the  postoffice  closes  on 
June  3#,  no  annual  reports  will  be 
prepared  at   this   time. 

Probably  ttie  largest  growth  will  be 
shown  by  tl»e  parcel  pa.Mt.  which  Post- 
master McKwen  l>elievejf  doubled  dur- 
ing the  year. 

"The  postal  receipts  include  only  the 
money  taken  in  for  stamps  and  these 
figures  alone  are  used  by  the  depart- 
!nent  at  Wa^ihinglon  in  establishing 
the  -growth  of  a  station.  Duluth  is 
now  In  the  $400,000  class,  but  with  this 
growth  next  year,  the  postoffice  will 
"rijig  the  city  into  the  half-million  list. 

The  foreign  nu.ney  order  depart- 
ment showed  a  decrea.'<e  this  year,  but 
th»*  domestic  department  will  show  an 
'  inci-eas''  of  at  least  810,000,  according 
to  the  postmaster.

Colie   Munro,  Representing   the   Range    Battler, 

Holds  Out  for  Percentage  Equal  to  That  of 

.  French  Boy  and  Negotiations  Are 

Promptly  Broken  Off. 


It  Is  all  off— at  least  for  the  time 
being — with  the  Brown-Mandot  fight. 

Colie  Munro,  representing  Pal 
Brown,  demanded  30  per  cent  of  the 
gross  for  the  range  battler.  Art 
Abraras.  one  of  the  Superior  promot- 
ers, most  directly  interested  in  the 
fight,  said  sententiously,  "Nothing  do- 
ing." 

With  that  Colie  Munro,  unpeeved, 
but  with  determination  playing  a  mel- 
ody of  expression  upon  his  counten- 
ance, arose,  said  goodbye,  and  the  ne- 
gotiations that  all  thought  would  end 
in  peace  and  satisfaction,  terminated 
in  a  rout. 

FIfty-Flfty  With  Joe. 

Colie  Munro  took  the  stand  that  the 
boy  whose  interests  he  is  representing 
at  the  time  being,  is  as  great  an  at- 
traction In  these  parts  and  as  great  a 
box  office  magnet  as  the  boxer  who  la 
classed  with  the  four  world's  greatest 
lightweight  fighters.  Mandot  was  to 
receive  a  guarantee  of  $1,000  for 
meeting  Brown,  with  the  option  on  30 
per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts,  should 
the  30  per  cent  run  heavier  than  the 
$1,000. 

Right  here  was  where  Munro  balked, 
demurred  and  otherwise  showed  un- 
mistakable signs  of  hesitation. 

Munro,  following  the  specific  in- 
structions of  P.  Lawrence  Brown,  in- 
sisted that  Brown  should  receive  as 
great  a  divvy  of  the  gross  receipts  a? 
the  little  French  star.  Brown  did  not 
demand   the   $1,000    guarantee — but   he 


wanted  to  get  30  per  cent  and   would 
not  compromise  on   25   per  cent. 
The  Promoters'  End. 

There  are  something  like  six  pro- 
moters in  the  club  across  the  bay — th« 
opera  house  man,  the  two  Abrams  boj's, 
Artie  Buchanan  and  several  other  Su- 
perior men.  If  Brown  received  30  per 
cent  and  Mandot  received  the  same, 
with  a  guarantee  of  $1,000,  and  tha 
state  of  Wisconsin  received  5  p<  r  cent, 
there  would  be  but  35  of  the  gross 
left  to  cuddle  along  on.  It  costs  money 
to  promote  boxing  shows,  they  do  say, 
and  after  figuring  the  thing  out  on  th» 
back  of  several  envelopes,  the  men  be- 
hind the  venture  decided  to  let  Swee- 
ney promote  the  contest. 

That  Is  the  status  of  the  affair  up  to 
the  time  of  going  to  press.  Like  Mis- 
ter Achilles,  the  gent  with  the  tender 
heel,  little  Pal  Brown  sulks  in  his 
tent. 

Whether  Pal  is  right  or  wrong,  it  la 
for  the  little  rangelte  to  decide  for 
himself.  He  is  in  the  fighting  gams 
for  the  money — like  the  rest  of  them. 
Pal  was  willing  to  meet  Mandot,  let 
there  be  no  misapprehension  on  that 
point.  Whether  he  is  worth  as  niucli 
as  Mandot,  is  another  question. 

As  to  whether  the  negotiations  will 
be  resumed,  is  a  conjecture.  Mandot 
is  a  busy  boy  these  golden  harvest 
days.  He  is  up  at  the  top  and  is  bent 
on  grabbing  the  dough  while  the  grab* 
bing  Is  good.  A  fight  Is  a  fight  and  not 
an  event  to  Mandot.  He  can  get  lots  of 
others.  McCarey  wants  the  boy  at 
New  Orleans,  where  he  is  a  luscious 
card.  Whether  Mandot  will  again  con- 
sider terms  for  a  meeting  with  Brown 
in  these  parts,  is  of  course,  a  matter 
that  time  alone  can  determine.

WARNS  AMERICANS 
AWAY  FROM  MEXICO 

Washington  Says  Ttiey  Go 

There  at  Their  Own 

Risk. 

Washington,  Dec.  31. — A  warning 
that  Americans  who  go  Into  Mexico  do 
so  at  their  own  risk  has  been  issued  by 
the  state  department-  It  followed  re- 
ceipt of  consular  dispatches  from  Tam- 
plco  saying  that  Americans  returning 
from  the  oil  fields  of  Texas  and  Okla- 


homa were  finding  difficulty  in  get- 
ting work,  and  that  there  were  mor«» 
destitute  citizens  of  the  United  Slates 
at  the  Mexican  port  today  than  at  any 
time  since  the  revolutionary  troubles 
began. 

"In  view  of  the  political  conditions 
prevailing  in  Mexico,"  said  the  depart- 
ment's statement,  "Americans  who  go 
to  Mexico  do  eo  at  their  own  risk,  and 
the  department  does  not  advise  Ameri- 
cans to  return  to  Mexico,  even  whea 
they  have  secured  employment  there. 

"It  would  oppear  that  many  Ameri- 
cans are  under  the  impression  that  be- 
cause this  government  gave  thtm  fi- 
nancial aid  in  leaving  Mexico  on  ac- 
count of  the  conditions  prevailing 
there,  it  would  do  so  again  should  they 
return  to  that  country.  The  depart- 
ment cannot  too  strongly  emphasize 
the  fact  that  no  provision  has  been 
mado  for  continuing  to  tr.insport 
Americans  from  Mexico  at  the  expeusa 
of  the  United  States  government." 

JAPAN'S  RED  CROSS 
TO  WORK  IN  EUROPE 

Relief   Corps   Already    on 

Way  Across  the 

Pacific. 

New  York,  Dec.  31. — The  East  and 
West  News  bureau  gave  out  mail  ad- 
vice last  night  from  Baron  T-ikew» 
Ozawa,  vice  president  of  the  Japanese 
Red  Cross  society  at  Tokio,  statln»f  that 
a  relief  corps  from  the  Japanese  i^cd 
Cross  society  which  is  on  its  way 
across  the  Pacific  to  aid  the  Red  Cross 
of  Great  Britain  Is  expected  to  reach 
San  Francisco  on  Jan.  6,  and  sail  from 
New  York   five  days   later. 

The  advices  stated  that  the  detach- 
ment left  Yokohama,  Dec.  19,  on  th« 
steamer  Shlnyo  Maru,  and  that  similar 
details  of  doctors  and  nurses  had  been 
sent  to  France  and  Russia.

Ue  describes 
himself  aa  "the  man  without  a  coun- 
try." 

Dumont  was  born  in  Oeiieva.  Switz- 
erland, thirty-three  yeais  ago  of 
French  parents,  thougrh  the  official 
registers  of  France  declare  them  to  be 
"unknown."  Eig^ht  days  after  his  birth 
he  was  brought  to  Franee  and  has 
lived  here  ever  since.  When  he  ap- 
plied to  be  placed  on  the  recruiting 
lists  the  council  of  revlsJen  declared 
that  he   was  a   foreigner. 

"Very  well."  thought  Dumont.  "I'll 
have   myself  naturalized." 

But  the  naturalization  bureau  also 
has  Its  red  tape.  To  be  adopted  as  a 
citizen  of  the  French  r^fiuWlc  It  is 
necessary  that  one  prove  thitt  he  is  a 
foreigner.  Dumont  went  to  Switzer- 
land and  though  no  one  doubted  that 
he  was  born  on  the  banks  of  L^ke 
L.eman.  he  could  not  produce  any  of- 
ficial document  proving  bis  Swiss  na- 
tionality. 

Dumont  finally  succeeded  in  getting 
a  certificate  of  birth  on  Swiss  terri- 
tory, but  the  Swiss  administration 
added  the  words:  "Still  he  is  not  a 
Swiss."

Experiments  have  shown  that  the 
Minnesota  prodflct  is  excelled  by  none 
other,  not  even  by  that  of  Maine,  which 
is  now  considered  the  standard  of  ex- 
cellence. As  a  result,  the  agricultural 
department  of  the  University  of  Min- 
nesota, in  co-operation  with  the  Min- 
nesota Crop  Improvement  association 
and  the  Minnesota  Canners'  association, 
is  preparing  to  boost  the  young  indus- 
try. 

Home-Grown    Seed   Bes<. 

"If  the  canning  of  sweet  corn  is  to 
become  an  industry  of  large  propor- 
tions in  this  state,  and  there  is  no  rea- 
eon  why  it  shouldn't,"  declared  C.  P. 
Bull,  associate  agronomist  at  the  uni- 
versity and  secretary  of  the  Minnesota 
Crop  Improvement  association,  "we 
must  grow  our  own  seed.  A  long  series 
of  experiments  has  demonstrated  that 
home-grown    seed    produces    more    and

Remarkable    Garment    of 

Saskatchewan  Man  Shown 

in  North  Dakota. 

Pembina,  .V.  D.,  Dec.  31. — Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Dan  •  Ivohles  of  Dunduran,  Sask.. 
are  visrttnp  at  the  Clarkes,  near  Em- 
erson, relai|ives  of  Mrs.  Kohles.  Mr. 
Kohles    brought    an    opera    coat,    made 

by  his  wife,  that  he  reported  to  the 
customs  officers,  and  which  was  re- 
fused adiniflsion  on  account  of  its  ma- 
terial. The  coat  is  made  of  prairie 
chicken  featthr^rs.  uniformly  sewed  on 
cloth  battkground  and  is  as  precisely 
matched  as  they  lay  on  the  bird.  There 
Is  only  a  «mall  portion  »)f  the  bird's 
feathers  that  can  be  used  on  account 
of  the   match   in  coloring. 

It  contains  the  feathers  of  3.967 
birds  and  Mrs.  Kohles  has  been  twelve 
years  making  it.  It  is  Jlfty-elght  in- 
ches long  and  elegantly  lined  with 
silk.  Around  the  edges  are  different 
sliades  of  feathers,  making  a  sort  of 
border  around  the  garment.  Mrs.

— "If 
liquor  traffic  is  a  state  and  not  a  na- 
tiottal  issue,  why  does  the  government 
impose  a  heavy  tax  on  it  and  grant 
a  license  to  people  to  engage  In  the 
business?" 

That  was  the  question  John  P.  St. 
John,  the  first  prohibition  governor  of 
Kansas,  put  to  the  national  convention 
of  the  Inrercoliegiate  Prohibition  asso- 
ciation here  today. 

"If  it  is  purely  a  state  matter,  why 
does  a  government  official  carry  the 
keys  to  the  distillery?"  continued  the 
former  governor.  "The  contention  that 
the  liquor  question  Is  purely  a  state 
Issue  has  no  foundation  in  history, 
justice  or  common  sense. 

Calls  Hobaon  Bill  An  laMne. 

"I  will  tell  you  what  will  be  a  state 
Issue  In  the  1916  campaign.  It  will  be 
the  election  of  congressmen.  And  the 
members  who  voted  for  the  saloon  In- 
terests and  against  the  Hobson  bill 
will  be  elected  to  stay  at  home  and 
feel    ashamed    of   themselves. 

"A  prohibitory  amendment  will  be 
adopted  by  congress  not  later  than 
191 T,  and  three-fourths  of  the  states 
will  have  ratified  it  not  later  than 
1920.  And  five  years  thereafter  the 
liquor  politicians  and  the  liquor  press 
will  be  ready  to  swear  that  they  were 
always  for  prohibition. 

"Prohibitionists  are  not  caring  ■♦o 
much  about  party  as  they  do  about 
prohibition.  They  are  willing  to  ac- 
cept prohibition  come  from  whatever 
source  it  may,  provided  it  is  sincere 
and  genuine.  We  know  that  the  time 
will  come  when  no  pelitical  party  can 
live  unless  It  stands  for  prohibition." 
Told  Effect  In  Kansas. 

Mr.  St.  John  reviewed  the  history  of 
prohibition  in  Kansas  and  told  of  the 
effect  it  had  had  on  the  state  and  its 
business  and   institutions. 

"Thirty-four  years  ago  the  sale  and 
manufacture  of  liquor  in  Kansas  was 
stopped,"  he  said,  "and  what  is  the 
result?  Kansas  is  only  68  years  old. 
yet  she  has  more  miles  of  railroad 
than  any  other  state  or  territory  of 
equal  population  on  the  face  of  the 
globe.  Her  per  capita  wealth  is  great- 
er than  any  other  state  in  the  Union. 
Before  prohibition  Kansas  was  known 
as  the  'Wild  and  Wooly  "N^'est."  Today, 
of  the  106  counties  in  the  state,  96 
ere  without  a  common  drunkard.  Tens 
of  thousands  of  children,  many  nearly 
full  grown,  never  saw  a  saloon  or  a 
drunken  man."

Flax  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
strongest  factors  in  the  Duluth  grain 
market,  but  when  the  break  will  come 
Is  what  many  would  like  to  know.  It 
has  been  one  of  the  wonders  of  the 
season — among  grain  men — how  It  hap- 
hens  that  flax  is  holding  up  so  strong- 
ly with  all  of  the  surface  conditions 
bearish.  Everything  seems  to  be 
against  the  bullish  condition  that  ex- 
ists. Argentina  is  now  threshing -her 
crop  and  is  probably  even  now  sending 
It  down  the  streams  on  barges — for  Ar- 
gentina has  not  the  railroad  facilities 
that  the  farming  districts  have  in  the 
United  States.  Soon  the  Argentine 
crop  will  pour  itself  on  the  American 
market  and  then  there  will  be  some- 
thing doing,  for  that  crop  Is  said  to  be 
between  40,000,000  and  60,000,000 
bushels  as  against  34,000.000  bushels 
last  year,  and  it  has  no  place  else  to 
go   for   marketing. 

That  is  the  reason  why  the  actual 
situation  seems  bearish.  However,  in 
flax,  as  In  everything  else,  "needs 
must."  and  the  crushers  that  are  buy- 
ing are  evidently  behind  in  their  con- 
tracts and  short  on  their  holdings.  It 
is  understood  that  the  Midland  people 
are  the  ones  who  are  buying.  They  are 
sending  the  seed  all  rail  to  Chicago, 
and  while  they  continue  buying,  the 
market  Is  bound  to  remain  strong. 
When  that  demand  will  stop,  a  slump — 
and  a  hard  one — is  confidently  ex- 
pected.

Chicago  Journal:  The  newest  way 
of  ornamenting  brushes  on  the  dress- 
ing table  If  they  are  not  silver  or 
ebony  is  to  cover  them  with  brocade, 
chintz  or  cretonne.
